NOVEMBER 2006 SUN - As November opens, the 
sun is in the star group Libra, where it stays through Nov. 
22. Early on the morning of Nov. 23, the sun enters the 
Star group Scorpius for the next 7 days. On Nov. 30, the 
sun enters the star group Ophiuchus, the little known 13th 
Star group along the sun’s path. (Ophiuchus was the 
kindly doctor who brought Orion back to life but was 
killed by Zeus with a lightning bolt for this act.) The sun 
stays in Ophiuchus through Dec. 17. (These dates are 
based on the actual star group boundaries in contrast to 
the astrology dates during which the Earth’s axis has 
changed direction.) The amount of sunlight each day in 
November slowly drops; there are 10.5 hours in early No- 
vember and about 9.6 hours as November ends. Sunrise in 
Oakland on Nov. | is 6:46 a.m.; sunrise on Nov. 30 is 
7:18 a.m. Sunset times drop back from 5:16 p.m. at the 
start of the month to about 4:54 p.m. as the month ends. 
During November the sun’s peak height at midday drops 
from 36 degrees to 29 degrees. In the morning, stars begin 
to fade away around 6 a.m., while the evening stars first 
appear at 6 p.m. 

NOVEMBER 2006 MOON - As November opens, 
the evening moon is about two thirds full in the evening 
sky. The moon is full on the evenings of Nov. 4 and 5, 
then shining in Aries.

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Moon, lingering in the early evening sky for the following 
few nights. The half full morning moon appears near the 
planet Saturn on the morning of Nov. 13. A week before 
the end of November, the moon reappears as a crescent in 
the western dusk. On Nov. 27, the moon appears 1/2 full 
in the evening sky, showing off its craters and mountains. 


THE SOLAR SYSTEM IN NOVEMBER 2006 - Our 
five nearest planetary neighbors appear as points of light 
that shine steadily, unlike the bright night stars that twin- 
kle. There are no evening planets easily seen in Novem- 
ber. The planets Venus and Mars are at a low an angle 
from the sun and can be seen in November. The planet 
Saturn appears near the bottom of Leo’s sickle in the 
southern dawn sky. The planet Mercury can be seen very 
low in southeastern dawn in late November. 


THE EVENING STARS IN NOVEMBER - The two 
brightest stars are white-blue Vega in the west and golden 
Capella in the northeast. As Vega descends, Capella rises. 
The Big Dipper is very close to the northern horizon on 
November evenings. High in the north is Cassiopeia, 
whose brightest 5 stars appear as a stretched out letter 
"M." In the eastern sky to the right of Capella is the 7 Sis- 
ters, or Pleiades star cluster, resembling a tiny dipper.

Chase blunder 


Even with the Chase format, consistency continues to be the key 
to winning the championship. It’s a lesson Dale Earnhardt Jr. 
keeps trying to teach himself 

He was in position to make a dramatic gain in 
the standings during the Subway 500 at 
Martinsville Speedway, but wrecked on Lap 477 
while trying to pass Kasey Kahne. Instead of 
picking up what seemed to be a sure top-five fin- 
ish, he wound up 22nd and fell one spot in the 
standings to sixth 

“I just wasn't smart,” he said. “ 
mistake I've made.” 

He said the error especially bothered him bee EARNHARDT 
cause it was so similar to the situation at Atlanta Motor Speedway 
in 2004 when he wrecked trying to pass Carl Edwards late in the 
race and blew his bid for the '04 title 

“I just have to learn to have a little more patience,” he said. “I 
am out there racing, and I forget about the points deal, forget 
about the Chase.” 

Kyle Petty, who witnessed the incident between Kahne and 
Earnhardt, saw it differently. He said Earnhardt wrecked himself 
to keep from crashing Kahne 

“(Earnhardt] had the line and didn’t think he had the line. so to 
keep from wrecking somebody else, he ended up wrecking him 
self,” Petty said. “That shows a lot of class.” 


Second-half change 


For.the first time in the two-years.since NASCAR adopted-the 
Chase for the Nextel Cup “playoff” format, the points lead has 
changed during the second half of the 10-race title run 

It happened at Martinsville Speedway when Jeff Burton. who 
had led the standings since the second race of the Chase. coasted 
into the garage with a blown engine 

Prior to the Subway 500, there were just three drivers within 100 
points of the lead. Now there are eight, including Burton. who fell 
to fifth in the standings 

But he vows to bounce back 

‘Everybody's had trouble [in the Chase}, and it was our turn 
today,” Burton said. “But this race team is still very eapable of 
winning this championship. ... We feel like, going to Atlanta, that 
we have as good a chance as anybody, and | guarantee this team 
won't lay down.”

“We didn’t have the fastest race car, but we worked on it and got 
it better,” Labonte said, giving much of the credit to his new crew 
chief, Paul Andrews, who recently moved to his team from the No.

“Paul and I hit it off really good,” Labonte said. “The past few 
weeks have been really good.”

Keeping Pets Warm 
as Temperatures Drop 


With winter fast approaching, it’s 
important to remember our pets and 
how they react to lower temperatures 
and stormy weather. Some dogs and 
cats have no problem adjusting to sea- 
sonal changes — in fact, many dogs 
relish the cooler days and piles of fall 
en leaves to romp in 

But other pets might not do so well 
Reptiles, especially those not native to 
certain regions, might have a hard 
time maintaining proper body temper- 
ature, even indoors. So make sure that 
terrarium lights and temperature are 
adjusted to maintain such pets’ health. 

Fish in outdoor ponds need to be 
monitored along with the water tem- 
perature; even in subtropical climates 
like Florida, winter temperatures can 
dip low enough to cause discomfort or 
injury to certain species. Prepare an 
indoor aquarium for pond fish if nec- 
essary. Review care guides for fish 
and reptiles to adequately provide for 
these pets 

Fall and early winter also can bring 
wet, chilly days. Keep dogs and cats 
healthy by drying their coats and wip 
ing their paws at the doorstep. Care 
fully check footpads for twigs, leaves 
or burrs caught between them. 

On particularly cold days, keep pets 
inside or, if a dog must be taken for a 
walk, either have it wear protective 
booties to prevent frostbite, or check 
its paws for injury immediately after- 
ward. Smaller dogs, especially toy 
breeds, should be kept inside, or if 
they insist on a walk, wrap them 
securely in a puppy sweater and 
booties — even if the temperatures are 
above freezing 

If driving with your pet, provide a 
secure spot in the vehicle with a warm 
blanket and, on freezing days, an old 
fashioned, warm water bottle or a 
microwaveable heating pad. Don’t 
heat the bottle or pad too much; keep it 
warm — not hot — to the touch to pro 
vide a comfortable temperature

Dandelion is a weed that is common to the United 
States. The leaves of this weed have been used for 
many years in Native American, Arabic, and Western 
folk medicine as a diuretic ("water pill"); dandelion 
root has been used more recently in Western folk 
medicine for its effects on the liver. The leaves are 


used to make wine. Dandelion root may be dried or 


Dandelion is typically well-tolerated; however 
reports of stomach upset, diarrhea, and allergy to the 
plant have been reported. The typical dose of 
dandelion root for a tea preparation is 2 to 8 grams 
per day. People with liver problems should not use 
dandelion since its effect on the liver have not been 
properly evaluated. People with gallbladder, or 
problems should not

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THE VALUE OF CLOSE FRIENDS 


A study recently published in the American 
Sociological Review, based on data from the 
| General Social Survey by the National 

} Opinion Research Center at the University of 
+} Chicago, reveal that Americans today have 

| fewer close friends than they did just twenty 
years ago. The average American had only 
two close friends in 2004, compared to three 
close friends in 1985. And perhaps even more FF 
disturbing was the finding that 25 percent of [7 
Americans reported having no one to confide 
in concerning important matters. Besides the 
obvious implications of this research, which 
suggest we are living lonelier lives, there is 
also cause for concern related to the 
increasing lack of social support. Having 
friends that you can confide in and ask for

Depression is characterized by decreased pleasure in 
daily life. itis considered 2 treatable condition. According to 
the National Mental Health Association, more than 19 
million Americans are affected by this condition each year.

SOLAR WATER HEATERS 
by Dr. Thomas P. Sheahen 

Q. I read a national survey showing that heating hot water 
is one of the biggest household energy expenses. Are those so- 
lar hot water heaters a good way to reduce that cost? 

Although the early models were not all that good, 
lately solar hot water heaters have gotten a lot more effi- 
cient and therefore more cost-effective. That is not be- 
cause the sun is doing anything different; rather, it’s that 
engineers have figured out how to get the most out of 
whatever sunlight comes to you 

In nearly all cases, a solar hot water heater includes an 
array Of pipes carrying water that lie on a rooftop. That is 
true whether it’s for a home, an office building, or a store 
Of course the tubes are to be placed on the portion of the 
roof that faces the sun 

In the old days, a flat plate collector would consist of 
tubes carrying water, placed behind a transparent shield to 
keep it clean. Sunlight reaching the tubes would heat the 
water inside. The water in turn would be carried by pipes 
to the hot water tank, typically in the basement of a home 
he process would raise the temperature of the water in 
the tank ~ on sunny days by a lot, on dreary days by a 
little 

For any hot water tank, the owner still has to provide a

back-up method of heating the water to the desired final 
“hot water” temperature, typically 133° F = 56° C. That 
might be natural gas, propane or electricity. Evidently, 
starting with water partially warmed by the sun is better 
than starting with cold water as it comes out of the 
ground, generally below 60° F. The total energy needed to 
heat the water is directly proportional to the required tem- 
perature change. 

The basic concept is pretty simple, and still used; but 
improvements in design have made solar hot water heat- 
ers a lot better. 

The modern design is based on the principle of a heat 
pipe, and uses a combination of inner and outer tubes to 
collect sunlight. Here, a cylindrical outer glass tube allows 
sunlight through; the inner tube is where the sunlight is 
absorbed, and that tube contains a liquid - not water, but 
a chemical (usually some kind of alcohol) that vaporizes 
at a lower temperature. 

The space in between tubes is evacuated, meaning a vac- 
uum is pumped in that void space, and the entire system 
is called an evacuated tube solar hot water heater. The pur- 
pose of the vacuum is to make sure air cannot carry away 
heat from the inner tube. On a rooftop, these glass tubes 
could easily be 20 feet long 

There are two important engineering features at work 
here 

First, with both inner and outer tubes made of glass, 
there is less likelihood of cracking when the outdoor tem- 
perature swings widely from winter to summer. That 
greatly reduces the maintenance and repair cost of the 
system 


Second, the round shape of the outer tube means that 
the penetration of sunlight will be nearly the same no mat- 
ter what the angle of the sun’s rays — morning, noon or 
evening, winter or summer. That greatly increases the 
efficiency of collecting sunlight, and hence the system 
provides more hot water under all conditions 

The fluid within the inner tube gains heat from the sun, 
vaporizes (boils), and travels up toward the top of the 
roof. There the tube goes into a heat exchanger, where it 
comes in thermal contact with cold water. (It’s not actually 
mixed with the water; just adjacent pipes come in contact 
and allow the temperature of both to become equal.) The 
hot vapor transfers its heat to the water, and then con- 
denses back into a liquid, and runs down the tube to the 
bottom, to start all over again. The whole cycle is very 
reminiscent of the children’s toy known as the bobbing 
bird 

The net result is that the energy in the sunlight falling 
on a large area of the roof winds up being transferred into 
the previously cold water that is piped up to the roof from 
the tank in the basement. All that energy from the sun is 
free. The building. owner only has to pay the up-front cost 
of installing the system. 

Will an evacuated tube system save you a lot of money? 
Whether it’s right for you depends on several factors, ob- 
viously including the initial cost, but also the weather 
where you live, the daily average of sunlight, the amount 
of hot water to be heated, and the price of alternative 
ways of heating water (electricity or gas) 

There are a lot of happy customers with these systems, 
but they mostly live in sunny states out West. It’s neces- 
sary to do some pretty serious calculations before buying 
the whole package. But you can be confident of this: As 
the price of the alternatives rises, solar hot water heaters 
are looking better economically

Hearing examiner David 
L. Moore, Maryland Public 
Service Commission, on 
Monday recommended ap 
proval of Synergics Energy 
Services’ wind power proj- 
ect in Garrett County, but 
with several environmental 
restrictions. The order will 
become final Nov. 30 unless

The Book of Fate 
by Brad Meltzer

Did you ever get dragged into something in which you 
never meant to be involved? 

First, you wonder why the cosmos has chosen you to 
be in that situation, because it's no fun. C ontrolling the 
chaos isn't possible. Sitting out a round isn't an option 
The best you can do is to try to unravel the fine mess 
you've got on your hands 

So why had fate put you in the middle of the muddle? 
A young presidential aide wonders the same thing, and in 
the new novel The Book of Fate by Brad Meltzer, Wes 
keeps asking that question-without-an-answer 

Eight years ago, during the Manning presidency, Wes 
was a 23-year-old at the top of his game, working as a 
presidential aide and loving life. It was Wes's job to antici 
pate what Manning wanted and to ensure that it was 
there. Wes never anticipated what would happen on that 
horrible day at the Daytona racetrack, the day when his 
life did a one-eighty 

Ron Boyle was running to meet Manning's limo. He 
was angry because Wes had denied Boyle five minutes 
with the president earlier in the day, and to appease 
Boyle, Wes put him in the presidential limo on the wav to 
the track 

Excitement ran high at the track, until shots rang out, 
pop pop pop. Manning and the First Lady were whisked 
away to safety. Rushed to the hospital, Boyle died of his 
wounds. Wes took a bullet to the face and was disfigured 
forever 

Now, eight yeats and an office-ruining candid photo 
later, Manning has retired to Palm Beach and gives 
speeches to second-rate groups. Wes still works for the ex- 
president and deeply regrets having put Boyle in the limo 
He wonders if he can ever forgive himself. He wonders if 
Boyle would forgive him 

He's about to have a chance to ask 

On a trip to Malaysia, Wes bumps into a rough-look- 
ing man outside an auditorium where Manning is speak- 
ing. There's no mistaking those eyes. It's Boyle, Wes is 
sure of it. But hasn't Boyle been dead almost a decade? 

Although he never asked for trouble back then, Wes 
learns that he's an unwitting part of a 200-year-old govern 
ment-wide mystery that threatens national security and 
truth. Now the Secret Service wants to know Boyle's 
whereabouts. Does Manning know about this terrible 
plot? Is there anybody Wes can trust?

Author Brad Meltzer says that doing research on this 
novel took him three years, and although it's a work of 
fiction, there are nuggets of real life within its pages. Melt- 
zer is the prince of political thrillers, and this one will

While the FBI data did 
not include state-by-state 
breakdowns of the circum- 
stances and time of the as- 
saults, national figures 
showed the largest percent- 
age of assaults stemmed 
from disturbance calls and 
occurred between midnight 
and 2 a.m 

About 64 percent of the 
Officers assaulted last year 
were alone on vehicle pa- 
trols 

The accuracy of the FBI's 
Uniform Reporting Pro- 
gram depends largely on the 
state and local jurisdictions 
that supply the data, said 
FBI spokesman Paul Bres- 
son 

"The agencies 
involved in very diligent 
record-keeping are some- 
times portrayed unfavora 
bly,” Bresson said 

Police officials have said 
repeatedly that the precision 
of their records and full dis 
closure to federal authorities 
create the illusion that 
Maryland is more danger 
ous than other states with 
lesser record-keeping prac 
tices 

But the numbers, stagger 
ing as they are, suggest 
there is some truth to Mary 
land's ranking. The 19th

Ronald Cooper, a racing 
name from the past, made his 
way back to a racetrack for the 
first time in nearly 12 years 
when he showed up in the 
garage area at Atlanta Motor 
Speedway for Sunday's Bass 
Pro Shops 500 

Cooper, who lived in 
Statham, Ga., during his rac 
ing days, was one of Georgia's 
short-track standouts in the 
mid-1980s as he set speed 
records in his V6-powered dirt 
track cars. He went on toa 
brief career in the Busch 
Series, where he won the Big 
Star/Nestle 200 at his home 
track, now Lanier National 
Speedway, on May 13, 1989 

In that era, like today, Cup drivers often domi 
nated Busch events, but Bobby Hillin Jr and 
Rick Mast were no match for Cooper’s Buick. He 
also outran Busch regulars who went on to be 
come Cup stars, including Jeff Burton, who was 
10th that day 
Spencer, Steve Grissom and Bobby Hamilton 

Cooper's biggest challenges during that May 
13, 1989, race came from Busch veteran Tommy 
Houston and the late Rob Moroso, who made a 
late-race run on Cooper but came up short at the 
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Career Nextel Cup ;

Insect Phobias,” by Martin M. Antony, 
Ph.D., and Randi E. McCabe, Ph.D. 
An effective guide to dealing with 
fears of dogs, reptiles, bees and more, 
it can help you chart a course toward 

confidence and find help in beating 
your anxiety. 

Overcoming fear takes time, no mat- 
ter what approach you take. Be patient 
and don’t give up as you work toward 
your goal. While there is no guarantee 
that you will be completely comfort- 
able around dogs, I believe you will be 
able to positively interact with many 
of these great pets.

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Garrett College Plans For Growing 
Enrollment, Community's Needs 


by Jo Donaldson 
Garrett College is grow- 
ing. With its highest enroll- 
ment in more than a decade 
and a number of buildings 
under construction, the col- 
lege is preparing for a bright 
future for itself and the com- 
munity 
The new, state-of-the-art 
Learning Resource Center 
being constructed by Har- 
bel, a Carl Belt Company of 
Cumberland, should be 
completed by April and 
pen mid-August 2007 
Chis new $5 million facility 
will feature the latest in 
technology, including a cy 
café and a multi-media 
oom [The building 
will also house technology- 
driven developmental class- 
rooms for reading, writing, 
and mathematics, as well as

group and individual study 
rooms. 

The current library space 
will be used for classes, of- 
fice and storage space. Fu- 
ture use of the space will be 
decided as part of the Col- 
lege's new 10-year Campus 
Master Plan that will be 
submitted to the state in 
January 2008. 

The decision was made 
recently to move the Garrett 
College Community Ath- 
letic and Recreation Center 
Facility (CARC) to the Col- 
lege campus instead of on 
Marsh Mountain. It$ loca- 
tion on the 60-acre campus 
will be decided within the 
next few weeks. The $26 
million, 100,000-square-foot 
building is under design 
with a final design com- 
pleted by winter of 2007 
he college anticipates con- 
struction to begin during the 
early part of 2008. The 
building should be com- 
pleted by August 2009. 

"While the _ college 
wanted the facility to con- 
tain two separate bodies of 
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water, competition and rec- 
reation, the cost made this 
infeasible,” said Kilgus. 


. "However, we are working 


with the architects to ac- 
commodate the local swim 
teams and competitive 
swimmers within the recrea- 
tion/therapy pool." 

The design also includes 
a 2000 seat performance 
gymnasium and more than 
6,000 square feet of fitness 
facilities. The building will 
also house the college's Ad- 
venture Sports program, 
among others. 

"The building is being 
designed to accommodate 
both the college and the 
Garrett County commu- 
nity," said dean of admini- 
stration Mike Kilgus. "That 
was the original concept of 
this athletic and recreation 
building to be used by 
local high school students 
and the community." 

Garrett County Memo- 
rial Hospital will also have 
a space in the facility. Plans 
include adding Allied 
Health programs to the col- 
lege curriculum such as 
physical therapy and ath- 
letic training. This building 
and related activities will 
allow the college to add 


four-bedroom apartment 
suites with a common area, 
game room and group study 
room. The building will be 
located just east of the cur- 
rent housing facility along 
Mosser Road. 

The college will start 
taking reservations and de- 
posits for occupancy in this 
new facility during the 
spring 2007 semester, with 
occupancy starting in the 
fall of 2007. The new stu- 


dent housing is being fi 
nanced through a privatiza 
tion process with the 
Garrett College Founda 
tion. The developer for the 
project is Gilbane Develop 
ment Company of Vienna, 
Va 

"The current need is to 
help the college continue to 
grow,” said Kilgus, "It is 
estimated 25 to 50 potential 
students may have been lost 
due to lack of student hous 
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ing in the county during this 
past year.” 

Ihe college opened its 
doors in 1971 with three 
buildings. Since then eight 
official buildings have been 
added, plus the Garrett Hall 
residence dorm, Now these 
three additional buildings

Treatment For Childhood Ear infections

Yet the state's population 
of high school graduates 
ranks just slightly above the 
national average at 86.9 
percent of those aged 25 or 
older, only a little above the 
national average of 85 per- 
cent, the data show 

The fact that Maryland's 
high school graduation rate 
wasn't as exceptional as its 
college education rate re- 
flects the migration of de- 
gree holders to the state, 
said Michael Keller, direc- 
tor of policy analysis and 
research for the Maryland 
Higher Education Commis- 
sion. 

"Maryland imports a 
large number of people who 
have bachelor's degrees or 
higher," Keller said. "We're

and after the recent annual meeting of the Garrett County 
Farm Bureau, when officers and staff of the Maryland 
Farm Bureau organization drew a line in the sand and 
made it very clear that if Garrett County continues to 
name a Farm Queen, that young lady would not be per- 
mitted to participate in the state competition. Despite at- 
tempts to identify a compromise position that would per- 
mit the continuance of an important tradition in the 
county, and offer Garrett County's representative the Op- 
portunity to participate in the state program as well, the 
conversation ended with the local Farm Bureau Board 
voting to concede to the pressure exerted upon it by the 
State organization. 

Through the course of these debates, Garrett County 
and its people have been described as independent, stub- 
born, resistant to change, etc. Guilty as charged! Agricul- 
ture has deep roots in Garrett County, and with these 
deep roots come traditions that make us who we are, and 
make our community what it is. And for that, I personally 
offer absolutely no apology. 

My personal disappointment in the Maryland Farm 
Bureau organization runs pretty deep. You might think it 
is because of the "crown and gown,” but don't be mis- 
taken. My disappointment is fundamental and exists on 
several levels, the most significant of which is Maryland 
Farm Bureau's apparent unwillingness to be sensitive to 
the position of a segment of its members. In my opinion 
there was an opportunity to craft a reasonable compro- 
mise, to create that "win-win" situation, but that message, 


and desire, fell on deaf ears of the Maryland Farm Bu- 
reau.

With more than 
1,000 catalogued historic 
sites, _planners_predict—as 
many as 531 jobs could be 
created over time, generat- 
ing $44 million in 
sales in the county.”

Via Baltimore's Little Italy Comes 
The Nation's First Female Speaker

BALTIMORE - The 
State has a new governor 
and a new U.S. senator, and 
the city soon will be getting 
a new mayor. But in the 
proud corner of Baltimore 
known as Little Italy, the 
talk was all about a con- 
gresswoman from far away 
San Francisco who will be- 


come the _ nation's first 
speaker of the House of 
Representatives 


Nancy Pelosi learned her 
precinct level politics on the 
narrow streets and in the 
Formstone rowhouses of 
the old neighborhood as the 
daughter of one Baltimore 
mayor and the sister of an- 
other 

"It's great. Someone from 
our neighborhood who 
played on our steps, with all 
the other little girls, to pro- 
gress like this," said John 
Pente, who has lived in the 
same grey rowhouse here 
for each of his 96 years. 

Pelosi, who will become 
the next speaker of the U.S. 
House of Representatives as 
a result of the Democratic 
victories in Congress on 
Tuesday, grew up in a Little 
‘Italy home at Albemarle 
and Fawn. Now a neighbor- 
hood known mainly for its 
score of Italian restaurants, 
Little Italy is still the kind of 


place where many have 

spent their whole lives 
Along with her five 

brothers, one of whom still 


lives in Little Italy, Pelosi 
was born into a prominent 
Baltimore political family. 
Her father, Thomas A. 
D'Alesandro Jr., was a 
mayor of the city and repre- 
sented Baltimore in Con- 
gress. Her older brother, 
Thomas A. D'Alesandro III, 
was also mayor of Balti- 
more. 

Pelosi went to high 
school at the Institute of 
Notre Dame, a Catholic all- 
girls school in the city. 
Notre Dame also numbers 
among its alumni a member 
of the United States Senate, 
Barbara A. Mikulski, who 
like Pelosi is a Democrat 
who grew up in the ethnic 
neighborhoods of East Bal- 
timore. 

"It's very flattering to 
have someone third in line 
for the presidency come 
from your school,” said 17- 
year-old Jennifer Sykes, a 
junior at Notre Dame. 


Pelosi left Little Italy 
when she went to Trinity 
College in Washington, 


where she met her husband, 
Paul Pelosi. She moved 
with him to San Francisco 
and raised a family before 
going into politics. 


"She was one of our 
neighborhood girls," said 
Giovanna  Blattérmann, 


perched on a stool at the 
counter of Iggy's, a diner 
that has been a fixture in 
Little Italy. 

Blattermann says _ her 
husband Albert has a spe- 
cial connection with Pelosi,

"She was the first girl he 
ever danced with,” Blatter- 
mann said. She said that 
when he learned Pelosi, 
now 66, would become 
Speaker of the House, he 
invited his wife to touch his 
hands for a second-hand 
brush with celebrity. Gi- 
Ovanna Blattermann 
laughed. “After all these 
years, he still has a crush on 
her,” she said. 

Residents are eager to 
share memories of Pelosi, 
their local celebrity, as a 
little girl. 

"When we were 10 and 
11, we used to eat chocolate 
pudding together in what 
we called the mayor's 
house," recalls Mary Anne 
Campanella, who is 65 
"We would watch Howdy 
Doody,” she added, recall- 
ing how uncommon it was 
for a family to have a televi- 
sion. 

Unearthing a black and 
white photograph from a 
plastic grocery bag, she 
points to each face in the 
picture — her mother in a 
wedding dress, her father in 
a tuxedo and Thomas A. 
D'Alesandro Jr., Pelosi's 
father, as the best man. 

"[Nancy] didn't have 
very many dates because 
her five older brothers were 
very protective,” said Cam- 
panella, now the president 
of the Little Italy Commu- 
nity Organization. "When a 
fellow asked her out, the 
five older brothers had to 
chaperone.” 

The neighborhood has 
always been proud of her 
Even though she left long 
ago, many say she remains 
one of the family. 

"Nancy [doesn't] take 
any guff," Campanella said 
proudly. "She'll go toe to toe 
with her [political] oppo- 
nents. She's very strong- 
willed. She sticks to her 
guns — very firm." 

Though there are no ban- 
ners draped in her honor, 
residents show their pride in 
small ways. When she be- 
came minority whip, for 
instance, her former neigh- 
bors held a celebratory boc- 
ce: ball.. tournament and 
named the field where the 
game was played after her 

This week, many Little 
Italy residents chose "245" 
as their lottery number 
Pelosi's old street address - 
and Blattermann said resi- 
dents are planning a street 
festival as celebration, and 
many want to name a street 
in her honor: "Nancy 
D'Alesandro Pelosi Street.” 

Although she visits infre- 
quently, she always orders 
cheese ravioli at one of Lit 
tle Italy's restaurants, Cam- 
panella says 

"Anytime her name 
comes up in national news, 
they'll say, "You know, she's 
from Little Italy,"" says Ro 
land Keh, the owner of a 
restaurant called Amicci's, 
with a laugh. "I say it my-

self, all the time." 

But even though most 
residents haven't seen their 
local hero in years, they see 
her face on national televi- 
sion and follow her career 
in the newspapers. Here, 
she will always be a hero. 

"Her family is very 
proud, and all the Italian 
Americans are very proud,” 
said Guido DeFranco, the 
chef and owner of Caesar's 
Den. "In this neighborhood, 


she's almost family. It's 
really something.” 
Blattermann noted that 


Pelosi was named after her 
mother, Annunciata, who 
was also called Nancy. Pe- 
losi was called "Little Nan- 
cy, "though with Tuesday's 
election, that may have 
changed 

"Today," Blattermann 
says, "Little Nancy has be- 
come big Nancy." 


Md. Ranks Near 
Bottom In U.S. 
Senior Flu Shots

ANNAPOLIS -~ The per- 
centage of senior citizens in 
Maryland who were vacci- 
nated against the flu last 
year ranked close to last in 
the nation an alarming 
figure that state health offi- 
cials hope to turn around 
this fli séason 

"It's something we've 
noticed, something we're 
disappointed with, and 
something we're working 
very hard to improve," said 
Greg Reed, the program 
manager for the Maryland 
Center for Immunization at 
the Maryland Department 
of Health and Mental Hy- 
giene 

Maryland ranked 46th in 
the nation last year with a 
little more than 59 percent 
of the state's senior citizens 
receiving the flu vaccine 
Maryland's average was sev 
en percentage points below 
the national mean of about 
66 percent 

Only Illinois, Florida, 
Nevada, and the District of 
Columbia had a lower per- 
centage of senior citizens 
vaccinated for the flu. than 
Maryland, according to the 
survey conducted by the 
Centers for Disease Control 
(CDC) 

The District came in next 
to last with less than 55 per- 
cent of senior citizens re- 
porting being vaccinated 
against the flu — only Ne 
vada ranked lower 

Virginia came in at 22nd 
in the survey conducted by 
the CDC, with 67 percent of 
its residents age 65 and over 
reporting that they had re 
ceived the flu vaccine 

While the percentage of 
Maryland senior citizens 
receiving flu vaccinations 
has fallen below the na- 
tional average since 2002, 
last season was the first that 
health officials regarded the 
difference to be statistically 
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significant. 

The number of Maryland 
senior citizens getting the 
flu. vaccine showed a 
marked downturn last sea- 
son from 2004, when 65 
percent of senior citizens 
reported being vaccinated. 
While the decrease in vacci- 
nations is hard to attribute 
to any one or two reasons, 
according to Maryland 
health officials, they suspect 
that delays in the shipment 
of influenza vaccines last 
year may have contributed 
to the decreased coverage 

In addition, severe vac- 
cine shortages in 2004 may 
have made seniors feel they 
had little chance of getting a 
shot or that they should step 
aside for less healthy indi 
viduals 

"Some [healthy] seniors 
might have thought that it 
would be best if they 
stepped aside and voluntar- 
ily let the limited vaccine 
supply be given to more 
needy [recipients]," said 
Reed 

As in previous 
Statistics show a racial di- 
vide among seniors being 
vaccinated. CDC data from 


years, 


January through March 
2006 showed that black and 
Hispanic senior citizens 


were less likely to have re- 
ceived a flu shot than Cau- 
Casian senior citizens 

Preliminary CDC data 
from 2006 showed that flu 
vaccinations among senior 
citizens were up this flu sea- 
son from last year 

Senior citizens are con- 
sidered a group at high risk 
for complications from the 
flu and are strongly encour 
aged to be vaccinated by the 
Maryland Department of 
Health and Mental Hy- 
giene. Almost all nursing 
homes vaccinate their resi 
dents each flu season 

In the U.S. an average of 
200,000 people are hospital- 
ized for complications from 
the flu each season and 
about 36,000 people die 
Complications from the flu 
can include sinus and ear 
infections, and upper respi 
ratory infections like pneu 
monia and bronchitis 

Scientists at the CDC do 
not expect any shortage in 
the flu vaccine this season 


Manufacturers are project- 
ing that 110-115 million 
doses of flu vaccine will be 
available for the 2006-07 
season a 16 percent in- 
crease in availability from 


last season 

Maryland health officials 
are urging all residents to 
get vaccinated against the 
flu if they have not done so 
already. Flu season does not 
typically peak until late 
January or early February 


sO vaccines are still avail 
able well into the season 
Free flu vaccines are 


available for those enrolled 
in Medicare Part B. Retail- 
ers like Rite Aid and CVS 
are Offering flu vaccine clin 
ics at select stores. People 
who do not qualify for free 
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vaccination can pay out of 
pocket at the stores for a fee 
of about $25. 

The flu season has begun 
already — the first case of 
seasonal flu in Maryland 
was laboratory confirmed 
by the DHMH on Oct. 31 
The virus had been con- 
tracted by a woman in Balti- 
more City.

Rams Can't Capitalize On 
Turnovers; Fall To Liberty 


Despite forcing four turn- 
overs, the Southern High 
Rams simply could not cap- 
italize on any of those op- 
portunities Friday night at 
home against Liberty-Har- 
rison, and were shut out the 
Clarksburg-based team, 14- 
0. 

The loss dropped Coach 
Steve Savage's Rams to 3-6 
for the season, while the 
Mountaineers upped their 
mark to 7-3 to keep their 
West Virginia playoff hopes 
alive 

The sub-freezing temper 
atures were likely a factor in 
Friday's game, as there were 
a total of seven fumbles in 
the game. Liberty commit 
ted five of them, losing two 
and the Rams had two fum 
bles, losing both. The Ram 
defense also picked off two 
of Travis Losh’s aerials, and 
Southern quarterback Adam 
VanBogelen had one of his 
passes intercepted 

Looking. at the game 
stats, one would think that 
the Mountaineers would 
have won by a bigger mar 
gin, as they finished with a 
370-136 difference in total 
yardage. That's primarily 
because Liberty had posses 
ball for 31 min 
utes and 6 seconds, or near 
ly two-thirds of the total 48

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VETERANS IN A WOMAN'S WORLD 

While I watched a recent television program about 
‘Veterans Day, I realized how my perception of "veteran" 
has changed and how the role of women in the military 
has developed since I joined the Navy during World War 
Il. | also knew again how much the Navy I served in was 
a man’s world. 

Back then we celebrated Armistice Day — November 
11 — marking the signing of the armistice that ended 
World War I at the 11th hour on the 11th day of the 11th 
month. Veterans were men of my father’s age who took 
their uniforms out of mothballs and polished their medals 
to march in parades on the 4th of July and Armistice Day. 
Their war was over. It never occurred to me then that 
some day I would be considered a “veteran.” The peace 
that followed the ": ar to end all wars" lasted 20 years, 
and there we were again engaged in a global conflict that 
spanned oceans and continents. 

On the screen before me were former baseball greats 
sob Feller and Yogi Berra telling of their war experiences 

Berra on an invasion ship at Normandy, Feller on the 
battleship Alabama. I recognized them as veterans of my 
generation when the Navy was still a man’s world. Except 
or nurses On hospital ships, women did not serve aboard 
ship, and our "overseas" billets were limited to Hawaii or 
Alaska. Unlike the men who might have joined the Navy 
to avoid being drafted into the Army, we volunteered to 
be there, following the suggestion on the recruiting poster 
to "Join the WAVES (Women Accepted for Volunteer 
Emergency Service) and send a man to sea." Even the 
words in our marching song spoke of our support role: 
Carry on for the gallant ship and for every hero brave 
who will find ashore his man-sized chore was done by a 
Navy WAVE!" We were second-class citizens! 

Yet there was no doubt in our minds that we were in 
he Navy when we got to WAVE officers indoctrination 
school at Smith College in Northampton, Mass., and 
were ordered to "hit the deck" every morning at 05:45. 
[here we learned to march, to salute everything that wore 
sold braid, and to speak the language of bulkheads, scut- 
tlebutts, and passageways. We had classes in naval his- 
tory, mavy regulations, navy organization, leadership, 
ships and aircraft identification, and physical fitness. We 
ilso learned that you don’t call it a boat unless you can 
haul it aboard a ship 

After two months of indoctrination we received our 
commissions as ensigns in the Navy, complete with the 
(W) designating "women" after our names, light blue 
braid on our sleeves, and orders to our next training facil- 
ty. | was ordered to Navy Supply School at Harvard, 
where I learned to be a disbursing officer and enjoyed 
weekends at New England beaches that summer. The 65 
f us WAVE officers joined about 5,000 male officers

from nearby training facilities to march in the admiral’s 
review on July 4th in full uniform — blues with white cap 
cover and white gloves. The temperature in Boston that 
day was 104 degrees, but not one WAVE dropped out. 

My first active duty station brought me close to the 
fleet in the Norfolk Navy Yard. About a dozen other 
WAVE officers and I lived in the WOQ on the base amid 
ships of all classes and shops that worked around the 
clock to repair and refit ships back from duty in the Atlan- 
tic so they would be ready for the invasion of Japan 
planned for that fall. We learned to sleep with the welders’ 
arcs whining and chipping hammers pounding through 
the night. Since the yard was the Navy's major repair fa- 
cility on the East Coast, we saw ships that had been hit by 
kamikazes in the Pacific and had limped back to Norfolk. 
I remember the Essex class aircraft carrier Intrepid (now a 
naval museum in the New York harbor) with her forward 
gun turrets demolished where their crews had died, and 
the smaller carrier Sangamon that had taken a kamikaze 
hit right on her flight deck, now a mass of twisted metal. 
Sometimes we were invited to go aboard ship for sea tri- 
als, usually a daylong cruise. When that happened, one of 
the "heads" in that male bastion was altered with appro- 
priate signage so that it served as a ladies’ room. 


My job as a junior disbursing officer was to pay all the 
Officers a''ached to the yard and those on pre-com- 
missioning detail of ships under construction, and to 
maintain a supply of cash in our huge walk-in vault. 
I'wiee “ach week I would go to the bank in Portsmouth to 
get si')-(antial sums of money. The trip was a production 
in itsel.. 1 had a Navy station wagon and driver and, like 
all good disbursing officers who carried money, I wore a 
Colt .45 in a hip holster. Two Marine guards were as- 
signed to go with me, each armed with a submachine gun. 
One of them would station himself outside the bank, his 
weapon ready. The other would accompany me inside 
while the bank's vice president filled a leather bag with 
the requested funds. When I saw the rows of battle rib- 
bons the Marines wore, I wondered how these veterans of 
Guadalcanal liked the duty of guarding a WAVE ensign. 
But they never complained, and they always saluted. 

At my next duty station — Bainbridge, Md., that had 
become a separation center after the war ended — we 
held pay lines in huge Quonset.mess_halls where 2,000 to 
3,000 sailors would line up to get their pay. Discipline 
was somewhat relaxed with these men back from sea duty 
and waiting to be discharged. When I would enter the 
mess hall sometimes I would hear a chorus of "Pistol 
Packin’ Momma." 


In the two years that I paid men in the fleet, I probably 
met one or two I may have helped send to sea, but I don’t 
recall that anyone ever thanked me 

How different it would be today. Women are not only 
serving aboard ships, they are commanding them. It took 
many years to change the ways of the Navy, but women 
can now serve in 90% of the officer billets and 93% of 
enlisted billets. They fly Navy planes and helicopters. 
When the U.S.S. Cole was attacked by terrorists in 
Yemen six years ago, killing American sailors and leaving 
a gaping 40' x 40' hole in the side of the ship, the female 
engineering officer was credited by the captain for stabiliz- 
ing the ship and keeping it afloat. Another woman, the 
ship's navigator, was commended for coordinating triage 
and ensuring safe evacuation of the wounded. An Affi- 
can-American woman is now training to command one of 
the Navy’s newest ships a littoral combat ship, still 
under construction 

Increased numbers of women officers are graduating 
from.the.Naval.Academy each yéar, and the first women 
have attained the rank of admiral with gold braid on 
their sleeves. Throughout the Navy, the most traditional 
of our services, are signs of equal opportunity that were 
not there 62 years ago 

In future years, when today’s women become veterans, 
they will have much to remember about their experiences 
in the woman's world of the Navy

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Keeping Vets 
Accountable 


DEAR PAW’S CORNER: Earlier 
this year, a kitten I had adopted died 
while undergoing a fairly simple 
procedure at the veterinarian’s 
office. I have not been able to get a 
satisfactory explanation as to why 
“Jessie” died. The vet’s story and 
the assistant’s story don’t even 
match. Who can I turn to for help on 
this? — Daria S., Palm Bay, Fla. 


DEAR DARLA: While I was pon- 
dering how best to guide you on the 
search for answers to Jessie's tragic 
death, I received information about an 
organization formed to address this 
situation and others like it. 

Protect the Pets is a grassroots move- 
ment, launched by a Connecticut vet- 
erinarian, that “seeks to raise aware- 
ness about the realities of unsafe vet- 
erinary medicine and to inspire veteri- 
nary professionals to practice accord- 
ing to the values that drew them to ani- 


mal medicine in the first place.” Dr. 
John Robb has introduced a Pets Code 
of Conduct that professionals can fol- 
low, and offers information to pet 
owners On what to look for'in a veteri- 
nary practice. 

You may also take direct action 
against the veterinarian. Each state 
has a veterinary licensing board, and 
most counties have a veterinary med- 
ical association; complaints can be 
filed with them. Government offices 
are usually listed in a blue pages sec- 
tion of your telephone book, or you 
can look up the information online. 
The American Veterinary Medical 
Association (www.avma.org) and the 
American Animal Hospital Associa- 
tion (www.healthypet.com) also pro 
vide avenues for action. 

It is also possible to take legal action. 
The Animal Legal Defense Fund 
(www.aldf.org) provides information 
on how to pursue a veterinary malprac- 
tice case, and where to find an attorney 
who specializes in such cases.

WASHINGTON, D.C. - 
Doctors in Maryland's 
Health Maintenance Or- 
ganizations exercise little 
oversight after initially pre- 
scribing anti-depressants, 
according to an annual re- 
port released earlier this 
month. 

After being diagnosed 
and treated for depression, 
patients should see a doctor 
at least three times within 
three months, according to

But the 10th annual 
HMO report card, released

By limiting the number 
of visits, imposing require- 
ments on treatment plans 
and cutting reimbursement 
rates, many practitioners are 
refusing to contract with 
HMOs, said Hopkinson 

But it's the patients who 
suffer most. Experts say 
depression is most effec 
tively treated with a combi- 
nation of medication and 
psychotherapy. 

Follow-up is important 
because anti-depressants are 
not one-size-fits-all drugs, 
said Dr. Paul Clavelle, 
president of the Maryland 
Psychological Association 

Many people need to 
have their dose adjusted to 
mitigate side-effects or effec- 
tively curb symptoms. It's 
important that physicians 
monitor symptoms and edu 
cate their patients, espe- 
cially because they may 
decide not to come back or 
will stop taking the medica- 
uon if they start feeling bet- 
ter 

On average, just 44 per- 
cent of HMO members took 
anti-depressants for at least 
six months, the recom- 
mended amount of time 
Some physicians suggested 
that the number would be 
higher if patients were see- 
ing a doctor while taking 
medication 

About 75 percent of de- 
pression is treated by pri 
mary care physicians, not 
mental health professionals 
But general practitioners 
tend to underdose and use 
anti-depressants for too 
short a time, said Dr. Steve 
Daviss, past president of the 
Maryland Psychiatric Soci- 
ety 

Also, primary care doc- 
tors are so busy, it's hard for 
them to follow up specifi- 
cally with each patient, said 
Dr. William G. Prescott, 
president of the Maryland 
Psychiatric Society and a 
former primary care physi- 
cian. Most people start with 
their primary care doctor 
when experiencing depres- 
sion, which is normal, but 


there's also a large group of 


psychiatrists that won't par- 
ticipate in HMO plans, said 
Prescott 

Psychiatrists can feel 
scrutinized when having to 
justify their actions to the 
insurance companies 

“There's a feeling of in- 
trusiveness in the doctor- 
patient relationship," he 
said 

This leaves patients pay- 
ing out of pocket or dealing 
with insurance companies 
on their own. For psychiat- 
ric patients who are already 
depressed, this can be par- 
ticularly burdensome, said 
Prescott 

HMOs focus on absolute 
numbers, said Daviss. But 
unlike blood pressure. or 
glucose levels, depression 
can't be measured 

Managed care may have 
decreased costs, said Daviss 
"but it never really did man- 
age the care."

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Greetings from Shanghai... 


Most of us Americans who are at least a half cen- 
tury in age recall with various levels of anxiety the 
image of China that we had as children. Even 
though we were allies with China against Japan dur- 
ing World War II, that all changed when Mao Tse 
Tung seized control in 1949 and immediately trans- 
formed China into a communist nation. By the 
1960s, we were embroiled in the cold war with the 
also-communist Soviet Union. We feared China be- 
cause of the perceived ruthlessness of Mao and his 
relationship with the Soviets, and the fact that the 
population of China outnumbered that of the U.S. 4- 
1. We also pictured the masses of Chinese citizens as 
impoverished, uneducated, and oppressed by their 
Own government. 

While some aspects of that image were accurate 
in the 1960s, and even in the 1980s, a trip here today 
quickly dispels most of them. Achievement is a word 
that comes to mind, but seems grossly inadequate to 
describe what these people have done, and what 
they are now doing. 

China is a nation that has, in just the last decade, 
not only vaulted into the modern world, but is rap- 
idly becoming a world leader in technology, busi- 
ness, and education. With the damming of the 
Yangtze River and resulting displacement of 1.3 mil- 
lion people, entire new cities have been constructed 
in just 12 years for their relocation. And in Shanghai 
alone, less than 10 years ago the number of buildings 
in the city that were higher than 20 stories was less 
than 200. Today they have more than 5,000 (yes, 
that's five thousand) of them, with an incredible sky- 
line that is, frankly, more breathtaking than that of 
Manhattan. Business is booming. They are on the 
cutting edge in computer technology. Millions more 
Chinese are obtaining college educations every year. 

The nation's long, proud history also features phe- 
nomenal human achievement, with some of the 
most amazing examples being the Great Wall, the 
Forbidden City, and the recently discovered Terra 
Cotta Warriors, to name just a few. 

Yes, China is still communist, though signifi 
cantly modified from the days of Mao's Red Army 
And yes, the nation still has poverty and a number 
of other problems, as all nations do. But it is an ex 
tremely good thing that diplomatic relations between 
China and the United States are improving, because 
a visit here makes it extremely clear to this American 
that we want the Chinese on our side.

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Reflections On Thatiksgiving: 
Yesterday and Today 


In our culture, Thanksgiving started with the Pilgrims 
at Plymouth in 1621. It was said that they set aside a day 
after the harvest to celebrate and thank God for the bless- 
ings they had received. The Pilgrims didn't call the first 
celebration Thanksgiving, rather it was a harvest festiv-! 
Harvest festivals existed in both the English and Wam 
panoag traditions. The Pilgrims had suffered through a 
devastating winter in which nearly half their number died, 
and without the help of the Wampanoag Indians the 
whole colony might have perished 

After the day of the first harvest, Gov. William Brad 
ford of the Plymouth Plantation proclaimed a day of 
thanksgiving and prayer to God. "The food, which was 
eaten outdoors, included corn, geese, turkeys, ducks, eel, 
clams, leeks, plums, cod, bass, barley, venison, and corn 
bread." The feast lasted three days, and though the exact 
date is unknown, the feast took place in autumn. The 
Wampanoag Indians were invited to the celebration, and, 
by some accounts, 90 tribe members attended. There was 
no cultural divide 

Bradford gave a personal account of the 1621 season 
and the harvest in Massachusetts 


"They began now to gather in the small harvest they had, and 
to fit up their house and dwelling against winter, being all well 
recovered in health and strength and had all things in good 
plenty. For as some were thus employed in affairs abroad, others 
were exercised in fishing, about cod and bass and other fish, of 
which they took good store, of which every family had their por 
tion. All the summer there was no want; and now began to come 
in store of fowl, as winter approached, of which this place did 
abound when they came first (but afterward decreased by de 
grees). And besides waterfowl there was great store of wild tur- 
keys, of which they took many, besides venison, etc. Besides, they 
had about a peck of meal a week to a person, or now since har- 
vest, Indian corn to that proportion. Which made many after 
ir plenty hove

It must have been exciting to those in Europe who re- 
ceived letters from their loved ones from the "new world.” 
To hear of the bounty, to imagine a wild paradise full of 
game, to reflect on the strange yet friendly brown-skinned 
Indians, and to feel the exaltation of a life dedicated to 


God on the outskirts of civilization must have inspired 
people to leave behind the shackles of an old worn-out 
way of life for the promise of a better one — even though 
the better one was perilous. The ideals for a new way of 
living existed in the minds of the early Pilgrims, but the 
conditions for survival were harsh, and there were no 
guarantees, no insurance policies, no electricity, no ovens, 
microwaves, or desk lamps. No cars, no roads, no Wal- 
Marts, Or grocery stores to supply their immediate needs 
In fact, for those early settlers, waking up alive everyday 
must have been a cause for celebration 

The Pilgrims were fortunate to have the Wampanoag 
Indians as their early friends. The Wampanoag protected 
the English settlers from the hostile tribes, and saved them 
from starvation by teaching them to plant corn and other 
crops 

We may be removed from the Pilgrims in time, but the 
essence of Thanksgiving in America remains the same. At 
the center of our holiday is the notion that we set aside a 
day to give thanks, a day to join with family and friends 
in the spirit of gratitude for our many blessings, and a 
time'to feast and share our bounty with others 

John Grant, a retired Episcopal clergyman and local 
historian, remembers a time during the early years of the 
Depression when people reached out to others by bringing

The adult 
swans stand about four feet high, and have flat bills with 
long elegant necks. Some of the local people, thinking the 
trumpeter swans were geese, not realizing that they were 
actually a protected species, thought they might not have 
to buy turkeys for Thanksgiving. Word of what was hap 
pening to the swans was passed on to the authorities, and 
game officidls from Baltimore arrived in town to invest!

Of the 10 representatives 
and senators in the state, 
eight are Democrats, a 
group that includes Sen. 
Barbara A. Mikulski, a sen- 
lor member of the Senate 
Appropriations Committee, 
and Rep. Steny H. Hoyer, 
who is running for House 
Majority Leader 

Add Baltimore native 
and House _ speaker-in- 
waiting Nancy Pelosi, D- 
Calif., to the list and Mary- 
land should get its share of 
attention from those in 
power come January, politi- 
cal analysts said. 

"I don't know that the 
difference is going to be a 
day-and-night difference," 
said Laslo Boyd of Gonza- 
les Boyd Political Consult- 
ing. "I think it's going to be 
continuing to build on the 
strength that the state al- 
ready has." 

"Because Maryland has so 
many federal workers, the 
state has always had a good 
relationship with the federal 
government, said Paul 
Herrnson, director of the 
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Center for American Poli- 
tics and Citizenship at the 
University of Maryland. 

"Regardless of the dele- 
gation, we've always had a 
strong presence," Herrnson 
said. "With the Democrats 
in control, they will proba- 
bly increase some programs 
and services and improve 
the state's situation, espe- 
cially with Hoyer and Mi- 
kulski." 

Hoyer, of Mechanics- 
ville, is running against 
Rep. John Murtha, D-Pa., 
for majority leader, but no 
matter how high he rises, he 
won't lose sight of Mary- 
land, said Hoyer’s Maryland 
Press Secretary Tim Schlitt- 
ner. 

"As majority leader, Mr. 
Hoyer will continue to use 
his standing in Congress to 
support federal employees,

statement.

NFPA Cautions 

Public Of Fires 

On Thanksgiving 
< Cc 

As Americans prepare 
Thanksgiving meals, it is 
imperative that they keep 
safety in mind since cook 
ing fires are more likely to 
occur on Thanksgiving than 
on any other day of the year, 
according to the National 
Fire Prevention Association 
(NFPA). The incidence of 
home cooking fires is rough 
ly three times the daily av 
erage on Thanksgiving, a 
spokesperson said 

In 2004, cooking equip- 
ment was involved in 1,040 
reported home structure fires 
on Thanksgiving, which was 
three times the daily average 
that year 

NFPA studies show cook 
ing fires are the number one 
cause of home fires and 
home fire injuries. Hundreds 
of Americans are killed each 
year as a result of home 
cooking fires, and thousands 
more are injured. Cooking 
fires also cause roughly half 
a billion dollars in direct 
property damage to the 
homes and the belongings 
inside 

“It can be easy to get 
wrapped up in entertaining 
guests, but it is important 
to remember to stay in the 
kitchen and monitor meal 
preparation closely as most 
cooking fires start because 
cooking has been left unat- 
tended,” the spokesperson 
said. “People may look to 
vary the traditional turkey 
entrée by using a turkey fry- 
er, but because of the unique 
fire and injury hazards as 
sociated with this specific 
piece of equipment, NFPA 
recommends against their 
use.” 

The deep-frying cooking 
process requires that up to 
five gallons of oil be heated 
before placing the turkey 
into the device, Tests have 
shown that a number of 
available turkey fryer devices 
are not sturdy and can easily 
tip over, allowing hot oil to 
spill, creating a serious risk 
of fire or scald burn from 
contact. There also have 
been 4 - turkey fry- 
also lead to ot oil spilling 
or splattering outside the 
fryer, which is again a cause 
of dangerous fires, serious 
injuries, and property loss

Canker sores, although small, may cause significant 
pain. They occur on the inside of your mouth, specifically 
on the inside of the lip, cheek, on the tongue, or roof of 
the mouth. The sore is usually red and may also have a 
white coating. They appear round and typically form one 
at a time, but may also form as several sores in one 
cluster. Canker sores may happen in anyone; however, 
they may occur more commonly in women and people in 
their teens and twenties. Possible triggers for the

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Dog Has Nose 
for Tissues 


DEAR PAW’S CORNER: We 
have what the vet thinks is a part 
shepherd, around 3 years old. 
“Fred” is an abandoned dog that 
my husband rescued at a truck stop 
two years ago. The problem is that 
Fred eats tissues. If one is left any- 
where he will devour it. We have 
tried placing a tissue over a mouse- 
trap to get him to associate the trap 
going off with the tissue being a no- 
no, but he manages to remove it 
without springing the trap. We 
would appreciate any advice you 
have. — Arlene H., via e-mail 

DEAR ARLENE: He’s a smart dog, 
that Fred! Unfortunately the quickest 
solution may be to hide all tissue box- 
es and not allow any stray tissues to be 
left out. Cover the trash cans through- 
out the house so that he can’t pluck 
any tissues out of those, cither. You 
and your husband will have to be dili- 
gent about it. 

The next option takes a bit longer. 
The trap didn’t work (alternatives 
include hanging around with a squirt 
gun or making an authoritative growl- 
ing sound to deter negative behav- 
iors). So you may have to look at 
Fred’s daily regimen, including how 
he acts during unsupervised time, and 
think of ways to change his routine — 
and perhaps his fixation on tissues. 

One method may be to restrict where 
and when he can roam, and what is 
available for him to play with when 
unsupervised. Consider creating a 
room for Fred, outfitted with a cozy 
spot to lie down and one or two 
favorite toys. Regulate his feeding 
times and always put his food and 
water in the same spot. Give treats 
only during his obedience training 
sessions. Basically, get his mind off of 
tissues. 

Pick up a book on training dogs 
using kennel cages (also called 
crates), a highly effective method 
when done properly. Meantime, hide 
the tissues.

Health Agency (GCHD 
HHA) 


Home care provides a 
wide range of skilled ser 
vices including skilled nurs- 
ing, physical, speech, and 
occupational therapy, home 
health aides, and medical 
social worker 

In order to receive home 
care, the patient must be 
essentially homebound and 
in need of skilled care 
Regulations mandate that 
the care be medically rea 
sonable, necessary, and or 
dered by a physician 

GCHD/HHA continues 


to provide additional sup- 
portive services through the 
Telehealth Program. Tele- 
health is the process of us- 
ing remote computer equip- 
ment to monitor the condi- 
tion of a patient and relay 
information over a tele- 
phone line or wireless con- 
nection back to a central 
nursing station. The system 
is much like an ATM ma- 
chine where a touch screen 
is activated and the patient 
is able to participate in 
screenings such as blood 
pressure, blood sugar, oxy 
gen levels, and weight, 
which are then transmitted 
to a computer in the office 
of Telehealth. The nurse re 
views the information and 
coordinates the findings 
with the patient's physician

A new term in public education that was created 
via President Bush's "No Child Left Behind" pro- 
gram is "adequate yearly progress," or AYP (as most 
educators love to use acronyms whenever possible). 
The term is basically self explanatory - each and 
every public school in the country must attain a mea- 
sure of annual progress in math and language arts/ 
reading, attendance, and in the case of high schools, 
graduation rate. 

Failure to meet AYP places a school in a two-year 
probation called "Safe Harbor," giving the school 
two years to meet the standard. Safe Harbor schools 
that don't make the grade within two years are then 
identified for School System Improvement, and have 
two more years to meet AYP. Those that still fail 
must then face rather serious "corrective action" by 
the state, which can ultimately include such things 
as loss of funding, replacement of principals, re 
moval of schools from the control of the local school 
board, and even abolishment and total reconstruc 
tion of the county school system 

hus it gives us great pleasure to report that every 
single school in Garrett County has met AYP and 
no school is listed as needing improvement, accord 
ing to the latest "report card" issued by the Maryland 
State Department of Education. Garrett is one of 
only five among the state's 23 counties and Balti- 
more City that is so designated by the state board of 
education. Neighboring Allegany County also did 
well, with every school meeting AYP for 2006, but 
still has one school on the improvement list 

[here are many persons who deserve credit for 
this achievement, with those most responsible being 
the folks on the front line — our teachers and princi 
pals. Secondly, the department heads, supervisors, 
and all others who are employed by the board of 
education have a role in this effort 

Credit must also go to county government, par

I am writing in response 
to Teresa LeFever's letter a 
few weeks ago regarding her 
fight to receive child sup- 
port. I want her to know 
that she is not alone in this 
fight. I, too, am fighting the 
Bureau of Child Support 
Enforcement to receive 
court-ordered payments due 
to me for support of my 
three children. As of No- 
vernber"t; 2006; Tam owed 
a total of $4,038.80 in back 
child support. I haven't been 
issued a payment since Feb- 
ruary 

After not receiving child 
support for six months 
(that's how far the state will 
let the absent parent get 
before they will take ac- 
tion), I too was told that 
there would be a driver's 
license suspension. Child 
Support Enforcement can 
only suspend a parent's li- 
cense if he holds a Mary- 
land driver's license, and my 
ex-husband was _ slick 
enough to get his license 
transferred to Pennsylvania 
before his was taken in 
Maryland. I was then noti- 
fied that a contempt of court 
hearing was scheduled for 
October 13, 2006. I went to 
that hearing, and it was a 
joke. When asked why he 
wasn't paying his child sup- 
port, my ex-husband told 
the court master that he 
couldn't work due to a back 
injury. The court didn't ask 
for any proof or documen- 
tation to back up his claim 
Little did the court master 
know that his back injury 
was sustained 13 years ago. 
It hasn't kept him from 
hunting, fishing, cutting 
wood, or even working un- 
der the table to support him- 
self. He told the court mas- 
ter | would have my money 
within two weeks. .Once 
again, no proof was re- 
quired. My ex-husband was 
granted a continuance until 
January. At that time, it will 
be almost one year since | 
have received any support 
for my children 

I went to the Bureau of 
Support Enforcement that 
day and asked them how 
they think I am supposed to 
keep afloat financially when 
[ am not receiving what is 
due my children. I was ad- 
vised if I was having trouble 
that I was more than wel- 
come to stroll across the 
parking lot to Social Ser- 
vices and see if I could re- 
ceive any assistance. 

I think it's time that 
someone takes another look 
at the way delinquent sup- 


port cases are handled. | 
think people who don’t pay 
to support their children 


should have to wear a sign 
to that fact. My hands are 
tied, and the system is treat- 
ing my ex-husband as the 
victim. No one is thinking

“Nobody local wants any 
conflicts with the lodge,” 
Sid Turner said. “That busi- 
ness is fine where it’s at, but 
the complaint is that you 
guys have given him. these 
rights to post this land so we 
can’t hunt it, and that’s 
what the whole issue is.” 

The posted signs in the 
state forest and on the road 
leading to the state forest 
have triggered a public out- 
cry. Jeff Conner, a local 
landowner and citizen activ- 
ist, addressed a group of 140 
people on Sunday and 
summed up the problem: 
The owners of Savage River 
Lodge have "No Hunting 
No Weapons" signs laced 
around the outskirts of their 
property — a property that 
is embedded in the center of 
the state forest. 

"There was an error in 
the wording of these signs," 
Wilson said. "The signs 
should not be a no weapons 
area, only a no loaded 
weapons zone." New signs 
reading "unloaded weapons 
only” were to be in place by 
now but are not. When 
asked why the old signs 
were not taken down and 
the new ones put up, Larry 
Maxim, forest manager of 
the Savage River State For- 
est, said that there was not 
enough staff to do this 

The signs that are up 
now. were authorized anw 
purchased by.the DNR, and 
then installed by Michael 
Dreisbach under the super- 
vision of Maxim. State law 
says that hunting shall not 
take place within 150 yards 
of an occupied dwelling, but 
some local hunters profess 
to have found signs well 
beyond the 150-yard zone 
designated by state regula- 
tions. One hunter claimed 
he found a sign that was 
approximately 300 yards 
from the nearest dwelling. 

It is not only the place- 
ment of the signs that both- 
ers some of the local resi- 
dents, it is also the mislead- 
ing information they con- 
vey 

Turner, who has hunted 
the state forest since he was 
14, passed around a photo- 
graph of a sign that was 
posted on the road leading 
to the state forest which 
read, "Private Road: Savage 
River Lodge," and a photo- 
graph of a no parking sign 
on the public road. Yet the 
state representatives main- 
tain that they have not 
given Dreisbach any specific 
rights, only what is on the 
deed, according to Steven 
W. Koehn, director of field 
operations for the Maryland 
Maryland Department of 
Natura! Resources Forest 
Service. Savage River 
Lodge has non-exclusive 
rights for access and egress 
And even though the sign 
reads "Private Road,” the 
road can be used by the 
public to access the state 
forest, Koehn said. It is a 
shared right of way with 
lodge property owners and 
the state, Wilson said 

"The signs were a mis- 
print from day one," Koehn 
said. The signs, theoreti- 


cally, could come down if 


there were no issues, Koehn 


said. “But if accusations 
continued [from either 
side], then they will re- 


main,” he said. 

And despite the no park- 
ing signs along the road, Lt 
Brad Stafford, area com- 
mander for Allegany and 
Garrett County Natural 
resources Police, said that 


any road in the state forest, 
as long as they don’t block 
egress/access for others, 
especially safety vehicles, to 
private property. He told the 
audience that all public traf- 


er

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DNR, in the role as land 
managers, has the authority 
to use discretionary ability 
to establish safety zones. 
Predicated on some of the 
issues raised, DNR deter- 
mined that these safety 
zones (150 yards on each 


side of the trail) were 
needed." 
When asked if these 


safety zones were unique 
only to this situation state- 
wide, Koehn said yes. "The 
DNR has established these 
safety zones to see how they 
work during this hunting 
season, and we will then 
evaluate [their worth after 
hunting season] and then 
consider removing them [or 
keeping them]," he said. For 
next year's hunting season 
nothing is set in stone, he 
added. "Any property 
owner can request a safety 
zone around their property 
on public lands. If they do 


so, they [first] need to give 
reasons why [they want the 
safety zone], then DNR 


added. 

Koehn also pointed out 
that the signs were put up to 
create a safety zone around 
the trails. But some of the 
hunters claim that the safety 
zones benefit Dreisbach and 
his lodge guests and punish 
the local hunters by limiting 
the area in state forest that 
they can use for hunting — 
land that many local citi- 
zens have hunted for years 
prior to the building of the 
lodge. 

Koehn rejected that no- 
tion, saying that the restric- 
tions placed on the trails 
also applied to the Savage 
River Lodge guests. No one 
had no special privileges 
when it came to hunting the 
trails. 

Because of the unique 
circumstances of the situa- 
tion, the DNR representa- 
tives referred their on going 
attempt to manage the con- 
flicts as experimental. 
“When there are user con- 
flicts, as responsible land 
managers, we try to address 
them,” Koehn said. But 
some residents were con- 
cerned that the complaints 
were coming solely from 
Dreisbach, and that the 
state authorities were re- 
sponding to his concerns 
without considering the 
interests of other parties.

Some Maryland Travelers Might Not 
_ Be Thankful For Holiday Weather

A coastal storm hitting 
the mid-Atlantic region this 
Thanksgiving will mean 
danger for some Maryland 
drivers, especially those 
heading south along the 
East Coast for the holiday. 


"It could have a tremen- 
dous impact," said Mary- 
land State Highway Ad- 
ministration spokeswoman 
Kellie Boulware. "Of course 

‘ we can clear drains and as- 

, Sist stranded motorists if 
need be, but we also rely on 
the motorists themselves to 
be cautious." 


Winds were supposed to 
pick up along the Eastern 
Shore Tuesday, with some 

' gusts strong enough to blow 
outdoor furniture around, 
said National Weather Ser- 
vice forecaster Jennifer 
McNatt. The heaviest rains 
on the Eastern Shore were 
to begin Tuesday night and 
should clear up by Friday, 
McNatt said, but not before 
rainfall totals hit around 1.5 
inches and some flooding 
occurs along the coast. 


Most of the rest of Mary- 
land should see the majority 
of the storm's impact on 
Thanksgiving Day. South- 
ern Maryland, along with 
the Eastern Shore, will like- 
ly be hit the hardest, with 
up to 2 inches of rain, said 
Jim Lee, the meteorologist 
in charge of the National 
Weather Service's office in 
Sterling, Va., which fore- 
casts and issues warnings 
for Maryland west of the 
Chesapeake Bay, excluding 
Garrett County 


Southern Maryland and 
Anne Arundel County are 
prone to flooding from the 
Chesapeake Bay, Lee said. 
By contrast, Western Mary- 
land might barely be af- 
fected by the storm 


"It will be cooler and 
wetter than normal this 
Thanksgiving," Lee said, 
pointing out that this time 
-ofeyean, the days are usually 
Ctéar 


More than 2.3 million 
vehicles are expected to 
pass through Maryland's toll 
facilities between Tuesday 
and Sunday, according to 
the Maryland Transporta- 
tion Authority. About 
382,000 are predicted to 
cross the Bay Bridge, a dan- 
gerous venture in a storm, 
in either direction 


The Federal Aviation 
Administration said it was 
too early to tell Tuesday 
whether conditions would 
cause flight delays or can- 
cellations at the Baltimore/ 
Washington International 
Thurgood Marshall Airport 


In preparation for the 
storm, the State Highway 
Administration was work- 
ing to clear storm drains of 
branches and leaves, and 
calling in more patrollers to 
assist motorists in the event 
of an accident or stranded 
vehicle. The administration 
was also preparing for fal- 
ling branches 


"All our chainsaws are 
gassed up," Boulware said 


The storm was already 
causing minor flooding 
Monday in North Carolina, 
where the rain first began, 
and flood warnings remain 
in effect until Thursday eve- 
ning. It is expected to move 
north along the coast, caus- 
ing high winds and possible 
flooding at the mouth of the 
Chesapeake Bay 


As time progresses, the 
National Weather Service's 
announcements could _be- 
come official warnings, Lee 
said 


"I think the biggest thing 
is that people should check 
back and be aware," he said 


Most holiday motorists 
take to the roads the day 
before Thanksgiving, Boul- 
ware said, with a slightly 
smaller number making 
their trips the morning of 
the holiday.

In the new book Tents, Tigers and the Ringling Brothers 
by Jerry Apps, you'll read about the birth of the circus and 
the excitement people felt when the Ringling Brothers 
came to town 

[here were seven Ringling Brothers back in 1869. Al 
was the oldest, at age 16. Henry was a baby, not quite a 
year old; Alf T., Charles, John, Gus, and Otto were in 

etween the two 

The eldest three Ringling boys worked with their father 
in a harness shop. When the circus pulled into their 
hometown, McGregor, Iowa, the boys were so excited! 
Later, they decided to have a circus of their own. They 
borrowed family pets, created exaggerated signs, and 
charged their friends 10 straight sewing pins as admission 
for their Monster Show. 

Al Ringling began to dream, and when he was 20 years 
old, he moved to Wisconsin. There, he practiced many 
circus stunts until he could do amazing things. 

In 1879, Al and his brothers began performing in "hall

“It appears that his 
(Dreisbach's) complaints 
have precedence over every- 
one else’s,” Lowell Merrill 
said. 

“We take action when 
there are repeated issues, not 
when there’s just a one-user 
issue,” Koehn said. “There 
have been issues from both 
sides ... and unless you're 
there at the time there’s no 
way to sort it out. 

But several citizens at the 
meeting took issue with the 
action that the service took 
in posting the signs. When 
asked why the signs were put 
up by the service without a 
public meeting, Wilson ex- 
plained that such a decision 
was within the rights of the 
forest service 

When someone ques- 
tioned the panel about a 
locked gate that had blocked 
public access to the state for- 
est, Koehn said that the gate 
would be taken down. 

“This is not a park. Now 
that DNR has taken over, we 
are uncovering issues that 
need to be corrected, such 
as locked gates, no parking 
signs. We are not just ignor- 
ing these issues,” Koehn 
said 

When a copy of the Sav- 
age River Lodge Web site 
showed that Dreisbach was 
charging a $S"“user fee” for 
his guests to access the pub- 
lic lands, Koehn and Del- 
egate George Edwards said 
that, by law, he can charge, 
but the state and county 
should get 25 percent of all 
revenue generated from state 
land. “At this point, there’s 
been none,” Edwards said 

“I myself feel it’s not 
about hunting anymore,” 
said Phyliss Finzel, local 
resident, “It’s about posting 
State property for private 
gain.” 

Edwards assured the 
group on Sunday that he 
heard them loud and clear 
He said he told Dreisbach 
that this is not his “little 
park” and that as public 
space it needs to be open to 
all. He also reminded him 
that many of the surround- 
ing land owners had hunted 
the land long before he had 
arrived 

Edwards stated his frus- 
tration with Mike Slatterley, 
assistant director of DNR,

If 
the state is willing to take 
responsibility, then take the 
signs down,” he added 

Edwards said he wanted 
a map created by DNR that 
showed the 150-yard safety 
zones from the oc 
buildings so that he could 
determine how this com 
pares with the way the land 
is posted now 

“This situation may be 
unique, but I want you to go 
back to what's in the guide 
lines, which is 150 yards 
from occupied structures 
not a trail,” Edwards said 

When the DNR represen 
tatives stated that there were 
no safety zones posted at the 
Savage River Hiking Trail 

a trail with a high volume 
of hikers, and no signs on 
New Germany Road and at 
New Germany State Park, 
Edwards said that he wanted 
to return to the rulebook 
guidelines, which states that 
150-yard safety zones could 
be created from an occupied 
structure, which in the case 
of SRL would include the 
house the owners live in, the 
lodge, and the 18 cabins, not 
the state trails in the state 
park 

Addressing the parking 
issues, Edwards said, “As 
for the parking lot, you tell 
us 18 months to get funding, 
but I also know that you can 
do things faster.

the authority to work faster.

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quired, and it really doesn’t make any difference where 
they come from. In a battery, a chemical reaction takes 
place and releases an electron. In a fuel cell, hydrogen 
passes through a special membrane that allows only posi- 
tive ions to pass, after which those ions combine with 
oxygen to form H,O° ions. Meanwhile, the electrons have 
to “take the long way home,” by running through an ex- 
ternal wire to reach the point where they recombine with 
H,0" ions, leaving water. That external wire runs through 
an electric motor, and the moving electrons make it turn, 
The concept is really quite simple. 

But why hydrogen? Because it has the least mass of any 
way to carry electrons around, A hydrogen atom consists 
of one electron with one proton in its nucleus. Every other 
element contains some neutrons, and those are just “dead 
weight” when it comes to holding onto electrons. In a 
chemical battery, you get (at best) one or two electrons for 
each molecule of the active chemical. For example, in the 
lead-acid batteries found in cars, lead sulfate (PbSO,) is 
the carrier of charge, and that has a molecular weight of 
304 (208 + 32 + (4x16) = 304 ]} — just to carry two elec- 
trons! In contrast, hydrogen (H;) provides two electrons 
for a molecular weight of only 2. All else being equal, 
that’s a weight advantage of a factor of 150. 

In the real world, all else isn’t equal, but still, as a 
rough guideline, if your auto battery could take you one 
mile, hydrogen could take you about 150 miles 

The real world of an automobile moving down the 
road requires, among other things, a “gas tank.” Hydro- 
gen gas needs to be compressed tremendously to fit into a 


reasonable space, and that high compression implies high 
pressure, which means the tank must be strong, made of 
steel and hence very heavy. That imposes a weight pen- 
alty on the vehicle that is much greater than a normal 
auto's gas tank. If you want to drive 300 miles without 
refilling, it is estimated you'll need about 5 kilograms (Kg) 
of H>. A hydrogen tank that can carry 5 Kg of compressed 
H, gas would weigh over 100 Kg (220 pounds). 

That’s just the beginning of the list of extra things that 
have to be done to operate an auto on a hydrogen fuel 
cell. This entire field is still very much in the research 
stage. If you see a hydrogen-powered vehicle out on the 
highway, they're running some kind of a test 

You asked, “What are they good for?” The answer to 
that lies in one sentence up above: Water is the only thing 
going out of the exhaust pipe. Current test programs con- 
ducted by several automakers,_in.collaboration.with.gov- 
ernment research labs, are motivated by the desire to get 
away from gasoline and polluting exhaust. Vehicles have 
been driven for a century by internal combustion engines, 
and the attraction of fuel cells is that they offer an alterna 
tive means of power 





FUEL CELLS 
by Dr. Thomas P. Sheahen 
Q. What does a “fuel cell” do? What are they good for? 
At the most basic level, a fuel cell is a device that pro- 
duces electricity by using = a fuel. They have been in 


existence since the mid-19" century, but only recently 
have fuel cells become important. When people speak of 
fuel cells today, they are generally talking about fuel cells 
that run on hydrogen. This type can be used to power 
automobiles. 

In a hydrogen fuel cell, hydrogen from a storage tank 
combines with oxygen from the air and produces both 
water and electricity. The first modern application of such 
fuel cells was aboard spacecraft, where astronauts need 
both electricity and water. For an automobile, electricity 
is the important output and water just goes out the ex- 
haust pipe. The nice thing about this is that water is the 
only thing going out the exhaust pipe 

Electricity produced by the fuel cell is then used to run 
an electric motor, which turns the wheels. Of course, you 
could get electricity from a battery, and turn the wheels 
that way, as happens in toy cars. So in some respects, hy- 
drogen is just a form of energy storage, another battery 
However, a car won't go very far running on just its bat- 
tery alone. That’s where hydrogen has an advantage. 

To run an electric motor, moving electrons are re-

Crystal Spring Loop Trail— The .41-mile Crystal Spring 
handicapped-accessible walk way is officially open for 
public use.

Holiday Safety 


It’s that time again, when the house 
fills with decorations, food and holi- 
day guests: But as we plan our various 
activities between now and the new 
year, we must remember our pets and 


make sure they are safe. 

Here are a few tips to remember dur- 
ing the holiday season — and 
throughout the year: 


—Chocolate is dangerous! Keep it 
away from pets, especially dogs, as 
chocolate contains a compound that is 
poisonous to them and can cause vom- 
iting, convulsions and even death. 

—Clean up frequently. Don’t leave 
wrappers, tinsel, small toys, batteries 
or food lying around; pets will ingest 
them, and that can cause serious prob- 
lems. 

—Hang ‘em high. Decorations 
should be placed well out of reach of 
your pet. Cats love playing with dan- 
gling ornaments, and some dogs think 
they’re just delicious. 

—Protect from electrical cords. Pets 
sometimes like to chew on power 
cords, or play with them, risking elec- 
trocution. Remove unnecessary elec- 
trical, telephone, and computer cords 
and cabling. Existing cords can be 
bundled or wrapped in special plastic 
sheaths, available at home improve- 
ment stores, to deter Fido’s fangs and 
keep them from snaking in all direc- 

tions. 

—Supervise pets during parties. 
Sometimes pets can get stressed-out 
by crowds of strangers, so provide a 
quiet room with food, water, a litter 
box for cats, and a favorite blanket to 
curl up on. Bring your pet out for a few 
minutes to greet people and then let 
him or her rest. 

—Keep emergency numbers in 
reach.

Available on the Internet 
the study reads, “The frag- 
mentation of the forest is 
expected to increase in the 
future as residential develop- 
ment continues to increase. 
As development and for- 
est fragmentation increases, 
additional runoff from the 
watershed occurs,” it reads. 
(Runoff is often the cause 
of water turning too dark 
to allow sunlight to reach 
submerged plants, which 
eliminates places for young 
fish to hide and thus eventu- 
ally denigrates the quality of 
fishing. Fragmentation is a 
log word that simply means 
forests being cut into sec- 
tions with each section being 
separated by a structure or 
by farmland.)

I would to set the record 
Straight on the November 


23 article on the county 
sewer amendments. The 
article stated, "The third 


addition to the county plan 
allows for the inclusion of 
the Deep Creek Lake Sewer 
Western Conveyance Sys- 
tem. Lindsey noted that in 
September 2003, residents 
in the area of Shingle Camp 
Terrace, Brenneman Drive, 
Sandy Shores Road, Stock- 
slager Road, Penelacres 
Lane, Slide Hollow, and the 
Marsh Hill Subdivision peti- 
tioned the commissioners to 
adopt a resolution amend- 
ing the boundaries of the 
Deep Creek Lake Sewer 
Sanitary District to include 
their areas. In April 2004, 
the commissioners  ap- 
proved the resolution." 

That sounds like every- 
one in the affected area was 
in favor of the proposéd 
sewer line. That is not the 
case. The petition referred 
to was determined to be not 
a legal petition, as it had no 
attached statement as to 
what the signers were sign- 
ing to. In fact, when the 
signers learned the facts of 
the proposed sewer line, 
especially the costs and the 
immediate and mandatory 
hook-up requirement, most 
of the signers requested that 


their names be removed 
However, the resolution 
was moved forward any 
way 


The proposed sewer and 
water system ‘is not being 
installed for the 100 or so 
properties in the Stockslager 
area; it is being installed to 
support the 2,700 properties 
that will constitute the Wisp 


Resort. Having a_ public 
sewer and water system 
allows the developers to 
cluster the housing units 
and increase the value of 
their property. The sewer 
line is being run down 


Stockslager Road because 
that is the most direct route 
to the Mayhew Inn Road 
treatment plant. The county 


has even applied to the 
Maryland Department of 
the Environment for a 


waiver to cut through the 
wetlands at the base of the 
dam 
The reason “no one 
spoke out against the three 
proposed amendments dur- 
ing the public hearing, and 
the commissioners unani- 
mously approved them" was 
probably the fact that ap- 
proximately 80% of the resi- 
dents are part time and the 
hearing took place on 
Thanksgiving week.

Sentenced For

An Oakland man was 
sentenced last Wednesday 
in Garrett County Circuit 
Court for possession of a 
controlled dangerous sub- 
stance (CDS).

GLOBAL POSITIONING SYSTEMS 
Dr. Stephen I. Parks, guest columnist 
Q. Can the government track me with my cellphone? 
A. Sort of, but not seriously. The most famous case 
was when O.J. Simpson was on the lam and the cops 


found him by tracking his phone. That wasn't done with 
the 


Global Positioning System, or GPS, but by a more 
straightforward technology 
When turned on (enabled to receive incoming calls) 


cell phones /og on to the nearest cell tower. When that one 
goes out of range, it logs onto the local cell with the best 
signal. In order to be able to send a ring signal to the right 
cell, the central dispatching computer has to keep track of 
all this. In the U.S., law enforcement agencies may tap in 
to this information under specified conditions 

So the “tracking” is kind of loose. In the country, a cell 
may extend 10 miles on a side. In the city, it could be a 
small as several blocks. They may be able to track more 
closely than that, however. If your connection hops from 
one cell to the next one to the east, at an average speed of 
70 mph, and the cell coverage areas all overlap Interstate 
68, there is a very good chance that you are cruising east 
on I-68 

But all this about “every cellphone contains a GPS” is 
baloney. You can buy one so equipped, by paying a big 
premium, and under the right conditions these can track 
you within 50 feet. The right conditions are: outdoors in a 
treeless area. In a building, or a bus or car, the GPS will 
probably be unable to “see” enough satellites to get a fix 
This kind of accessory may be very useful for tracking 
deliverymen and law enforcement officers, as long as they 
spend enough time exposed to the sky to get a fix before 
entering a building, alley, etc. At that point we have to 
say “last known position.” 

How GPS works: GPS was created by and for the U.S 
military, in order to allow tighter targeting for bombs and 
missiles. As you have seen, it works quite well; we only 
wish our tactical and strategic intelligence were as accu 
rate as Our munitions. A constellation of satellites whirl 
around Earth in spread-out orbital paths. Each satellite 
contains an extremely accurate atomic clock that is regu 
larly adjusted from the ground 

At the same time, the ephemera (orbital path data) are 
updated. The satellite emits extremely accurate timing 
and position data. Remember, if the satellite is wrong 
about its position, the GPS fix will be off by the same 
amount, and since the speed of light is 186,000 miles 
second (about 1/5 of a million miles), a timing error of 
five-millionths of a second will produce a navigational er 
ror of a mile! 

If four of these satellites are in view, the GPS receiver 
can measure the relative difference in timing delays for all 
the signals, resulting in a set of four simultaneous equations 
This allows the GPS to solve for four dimensions: lati 
tude, longitude, altitude and time. The technological 
problems that were overcome are mind-boggling! Imagine 


getting a fix good to 30 feet, from a bunch of satellites 
whizzing around at 4 miles per second, when an error of 
one millionth of a second will put you off by 1,000 feet! 
No signal goes from your GPS to the satellites. So re-

At the November meeting of the Garrett County For 
estry Board the following issues were discussed and may 
be of interest to county residents: 


Gypsy Moth Spray Program for 2007 

The state Department of Agriculture (MDA) reported 
that approximately 20,000 acres of forested land in the 
county have more than 250 gypsy moth egg masses per 
acre and are eligible for spraying. Spraying is deemed nec- 
essary On such acres to prevent massive defoliation by 
emerging gypsy moth caterpillars in the spring. The esti- 
mated cost to forest landowners is $20-$30 per acre. The 
cost is dependent upon the availability of county, state, 
and federal monies, which is not known at this time. The 
t ommissioners are being kept aware of the situa 


S.ate Forest Strategies

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Higher Education Commission Offers 
Advice On Completing College Essay 


For many Maryland 
high school seniors, prepar- 
ing the college essay creates 
a great sense of anguish and 
panic, but it doesn't have to, 
according to academic af- 
fairs experts at the Mary- 
land Higher Education 
Commission (MHEC). 

"It is natural that stu- 
dents are anxious about 
preparing the college essay," 
said MHEC Secretary Dr 
Calvin W. Burnett. "The 
essay is what sets the stu- 
dent apart from other stu- 
dents with comparable 
grade-point averages and 
SAT But knowing 
what and how to 
ideas is 
keeps \ out." 

Barbar. Gill, admissions 
director at the University of 
Maryland, College Park 
agr s “he reads thousands 
of ssays a year and makes 
the following recommenda- 
tions to students: write 
clearly and concisely and 
write about things that inter 
est the student. 

"Too often students write 
for the reader of the essay 
and who they are gets lost 
We want to know who the 
person is. This is not the 
time to be shy,” she said 

She also recommends 
that students stay away 
from well-worn topics like 
sports~andscoring the win 
ning touchdown or basket, 
or essays about the loss of a 
loved one. Gill also advises 
students to be creative with 
out being too "cutesy 
where it can be interpreted

An essay like that is not just 
boring to write but also bor 
ing to read 

Be honest. You're run 
ning late (see #1), you can't 
think of what to write — and 
someone e-mails you a 
heartwarming story. With 
just a tweak here and there, 
it could be a great essay, 
you think. It's what you 
would have written if you'd 
just had enough time 

Don't be fooled! College 
admission officers have read 
hundreds — even thousands 

of essays. They are mas 
ters at discovering any form 
of plagiarism. Adapting an 
e-mail story, buying an es 
say from some Internet site, 
getting someone else to 
write your essay admis 
sion people have seen it all 
Don't risk your college ca- 
reer by taking the easy way

Take a risk. On the other 
hand, some risks can pay 
off. Don't settle for the essay 
that everyone else is writ- 
ing. Imagine an admission 
officer up late, reading the 
fiftieth essay of the day — 
yours. Do you want that 
person to nod off because 
he or she has already read 
ten essays on that topic? 

"The danger lies not in 
writing bad essays but in 
writing common essays 
the one that admission offi- 
cers are going to read doz- 
ens of," says Scott Ander- 
son, associate director of 
college counseling at Mer- 
cersburg Academy (Pa.) 
"My advice?- Ask your 
friends what they are writ 
ing — and then don't write 
about that!" 

Keep in focus. This is 
your chance to tell admis 
sion officers exactly why 
they should admit you. Un 
fortunately, some students 
try to list every single rea 
son-their stellar academic 
record, their athletic prow 
ess, their community service 

all in a page or two. When 
that happens, the essay 
looks like a grocery list 

Instead, read the essay 
question carefully and jot 
down a few ideas. Then 
choose the one that looks 
like the most fun to write 
about. Stick to that main 
theme throughout the essay 
You don't have to list all 
your achievements that's 
what the rest of the applica 
tion is for. Use the essay to 
help the admission officers 
get to know you as a per 
son 


Write and rewrite. Don't 


try to write a masterpiece 
on your first try. It's not 
possible — and all that pres 
sure is likely to give you 
writer's block. For your first 
draft, write anything that 
comes to mind about your 
topic Don't worry too 
much about grammar or 
spelling. Just get it down on 
paper (or computer screen) 
Then let it “rest” for a few 


tidéys or a few days 

When you come back to 
the draft, look for ways to 
make it more focused and 
better written. Some people 
are "fat" writers: they write 
long, wordy first drafts that 
need to be shortened later 
Others are "skinny" writers 
they write short and simple 
first drafts and then need to 
add details or examples to 
flesh out" the skeleton 
Either way, don't be afraid 
to make major changes at 
this stage. Are there details 
that don't really relate to the 
topic? Cut them. Do you 
need another example? Put 




















it in. 

Here are two other things 
to try, suggested by college 
counselor Marti Phillips 
Patrick. 

Remove the introductory 
and concluding paragraphs, 
and then see if your essay 
seems stronger. These para- 
graphs are often the most 
likely to have unnecessary 
detail. 

Go through the essay 
and cut out every "very" 
and every "many." Words 
like these are vague, and 
your writing is often strong 
er without them 

Get a second opinion 
Even best-selling novelists 
ask other people to read 
their manuscripts before 
they're sent to the publisher 
When you've rewritten the 
essay to your Satisfaction 
find someone who can give 
you advice on how to make 
it even better. Choose a per 
you respect and who 
knows something about 
writing — a favorite English 
teacher, a parent, a friend 
who writes for the 
paper. Ask them to tell you 
what they like best about

Don't expect too much 
from an essay. The applica- 
tion essay is important, but 
it's not the only thing that is 
considered.

"But that is the ex 
ception rather than the 
rule." 

rhat's because admission 
officers look at the whole 
package your academics, 
extracurricular activities, 
standardized tests, and 
other factors.

Respiratory Problems 


Elder is a plant native to Europe. American elder is 
native to the U.S. Both of these plants exhibit similar 
therapeutic properties. A different type of elder is known 
as black elder or black elderberry. The flowers have 
been used in the treatment of pain, inflammation, and as 
a diuretic. The bark has been used as a diuretic and a 
laxative. The berries have been used to flavor foods and 
produce wine. Currently, the flowers and berries are 
used for various medicinal purposes, though further 
human studies are needed to fully evaluate its 
effectiveness. The bark, leaves, seeds, and raw/unripe 
fruit contain sambunigrin, which is toxic. Elder bark, 
leaves, seeds, and raw/unripe fruit should not be used 

Today, elder is used in the treatment of the common 
cold and influenza. One small study showed elder to be 
safe and cost effective in the treatment of influenza. 
Treatment should begin within 48 hours of the first 


influenza symptoms. No 


side effects have been 


reported. People with organ transplants should not use 
elder due to its effects on the immune system. Elder 
should not be used by women who are pregnant or 


breastfeeding

On Drug Threats 
Set At Garrett Col. 


State's Attorney Lisa 
[Thayer Welch announced 
this week that a training 
session on current drug 
threats will be held Friday, 
Dec. 8, from 9 until 11 a.m. 
in Room 224 of the Con- 
tinuing Education building 
at Garrett College 

This event is targeted for 
those persons whose em- 
ployment requires them to 
enter the residences of oth- 
ers where drugs could be 
used, stored, or manufac 
tured 

Presenters will be Lt. Jim 
Pyles and Det. Sgt. Mark 
Rodeheaver, westefii région 
supervisors of the Maryland 
State Police Drug Enforce- 
ment Division. Pyles will 
cover current drug trends, 
with emphasis on the spread 
of heroin 

Rodeheaver will discuss 
the threat of methampheta 
mine labs, the components 
of those labs, and the pre- 


cautions persons need to 
take if they believe they 
have encountered a lab 


situation 

"Tremendous crime and 
social problems coexist with 
the meth-addicted popula- 


tion,” said Welch, who 
chairs the Garrett County 
Narcotics Task Force 


"There is only a 5 percent 
abstinence rate for people 
who receive intense treat- 
ment. Addicts become to- 
tally unable to care for 
themselves and their fami- 
lies." 

The motivation for the 
drug training session is the 
growth and expansion of 
the meth labs that have been 
uncovered from the West 
Coast heading eastward 
over the last five to six 
years, she added. Three dif- 
ferent types of meth labs 
have been found in Garrett 
County in the last three 
years, according to Welch 
The chemical process to 
manufacture meth can be 
hazardous and volatile and 
can be occurring anywhere, 
using ingredients that can 
be found in local stores 

"It is our intention to 
have as many trained eyes, 


ears, and noses in the com- 


munity as possible to assist 
law enforcement in detect- 
ing dangerous drugs before 
they get a stranglehold on 
our community," Welch 
said 

Drug detection informa- 
tion is also available to 
many local businesses 
through the Garrett County

Man Shot, Killed In Domestic 
Dispute; Ruled Self-Defense 


A domestic incident early 
Sunday morning that led 
to the fatal shooting of a 
Saltsburg, Pa., man was ap- 
parently the result of self- 
defense; according to the 
Garrett Bureau of Investiga- 
tion. 

Police responded to a res- 
idence on Friendsville Road 
and found David Wayne 
Lancaster, 29, lying on the 
floor in Norris Rush's kitch- 
en. According to authorities, 
Lancaster had suffered three 
gunshot wounds to the up 
per body with a .22-caliber 
handgun, which was fired 
by Rush, 52 

According to police, Lan- 
caster allegedly grabbed a 
butcher knife and inflicted 
a deep wound to Rush’s 
hand. Rush then reportedly 
discharged the handgun at 
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close range, striking Lan- 
caster in the stomach and 
chest 

Police added that Rush 
declined medical treatment 
at the scene. Also present 
during the incident was Bil- 
lie Jo Zimmerman. Police 
said all three appeared to be 
“extremely intoxicated,” and 
were also friends. 

Police said there was no 
record of prior domestic 
complaints at the Rush resi-

Lancaster was transported 
by Northern Rescue Squad 
to Garrett County Memorial 
Hospital, where he was pro- 
nounced dead at 4:31 a.m.

War Hero Speaks About Worst 


Event In His 88 Years Of Life 


by Glenn Tolbert 

It was another time; an 
other war; a war that the 
United States was brutattly 
pulled into on a beautiful 
Sunday morning 65 years 
ago today, when Japanese 
warplanes bombed Pearl 
Harbor and killed over 3,000 
Americans 

And like all wars, it left a 
long path of death, destruc 
tion, and loss 

Roy Noland, Oakland 
knows about war. He was in 
his early 20s when a German 
88 blast left him staring at a 
detached leg and wondering 
whose it was. It wasn’t until 
several minutes later that he 
realized the booted append 
age was his own 

Noland, now 88, doesn’t 
talk much about his World 
War II experiences. It was 
with great reluctance that he 
told visitors how during that 
horrific experience he was 
left on the frozen ground for 
so long that when rescuers 
finally came, the skin on 
his back had become stuck 
to the ground. When he 
was lifted onto a jeep, that 
skin came off with a ripping 
sound 

But believe it or not, that 
wasn't the worst that war did 
to Roy Noland. That came 
a generation later when two 
uniformed soldiers came to 
his door to inform him that 
his son Kenneth Eugene 
had been killed by a mine in 
Vietnam 

“That was much worse 
than anything I ever went 
through,” he said. “Ken was 
only 19 and had been in 
Vietnam for less than three 
weeks when he died.” 

Noland stopped talking 
for a moment and his eyes 
began to wander

‘While the ultimate decision will be that of the 

‘ county commissioners, the message from the public 
was loud and clear Monday evening at Garrett Col- 
lege as to whether or not a proposed gaming ordi- 

nance for the county should be enacted. The ordi- 

nance would impose taxes and fees, plus licensing 

and reporting requirements, on all local non-profit 

~ Organizations that conduct raffles and paper gaming 
as fundraisers. 

. Of the many persons - representing more than a 
dozen organizations - who voiced an opinion and 
asked questions at the meeting, not a single one of 
them endorsed the proposal. One of the major points 
of the opposition was that the funds generated via 
the ordinance would be strictly earmarked to support 
“fire and rescue services” in the county. While every 
non-profit that conducts raffles and various forms of 
paper gaming will be forced to pay into the new 
fund, none but fire departments and rescue squads 
will benefit. 

Some of the reasoning behind creation of this pro- 
posal is sound. The state of Maryland has its own set 
of gaming regulations, some of which are being vio- 
lated in Garrett County right now. With each new 
legislative session in Annapolis, various bills are sub- 
mitted that would tighten controls on gaming, par- 
ticularly in those counties that currently have no or- 
dinance. So this is at least a proactive approach by 
county officials to have something in place that, sup- 
posedly, would be better than what might eventually 
be forced on us by the state. 

It's also no secret that some of our fire depart- 
ments and at least one of our two rescue squads have 
great difficulty in making financial ends meet, with 
the dramatically rising costs of equipment, insur- 
ance, fuel, and other necessities. 

Further, another worthy intent of the ordinance is 
to protect the public against fraudulent raffles and 
gaming, the proceeds of which may not go to the 
announced beneficiary. 

However, the piece that was seemingly missed by 
the crafters of this ordinance was the likely negative 
effect it would have on every organization (besides 
fire and rescue) that faithfully and generously do- 
nates to said fire and rescue organizations. These 
emergency-service organizations could actually end 
up with less money under this ordinance than what 
they receive now, as fewer and fewer organizations 
would donate to them. Plus, a chunk of the gener- 
ated revenue would also have to be used to fund ad- 
ditional administrative services provided by county 
government — another new, possibly unneeded, gov- 
ernment service/ office. 

It also seems ridiculous that the fire departments 
and rescue squads — the very organizations that the 
ordinance is supposed to help — would also be sub- 
jected to the same licenses, fees, and taxes as they 
conduct their own paper-gaming fundraisers to raise 

‘. money for themselves! 

‘. The need for some sind of a gaming ordinance 

‘-may be valid, for some of the aforementioned rea- 

‘ sons. However, the one that is currently on the com- 

; missioners’ table needs major revision before it 

‘ should be forced down the throats of Garrett Coun- 

: ty's many outstanding non-profit service organiza- 

, tions. Perhaps the best decision would be to revise it,

I hope you don't mind if 
I use this space to brag 
about some of the progress 
our county is experiencing 
in tobacco control. They 
seem worth celebrating 

The recent Great Ameri- 
can Smokeout was a great 
success in Garrett County 
Twenty-seven adults and 
teens quit smoking for 24 
hours on November 16 in 
observance of the Smoke- 
out, Thanks to the generous 
support of Browning's 
Foodland for the third year 
in a row, these successful 
rozen turkey for their ef- 
forts. (There is merit to quit- 
ting “cold turkey.) 

Over 100 Garrett County 
residents participated in our 
tobacco cessation classes 





last fiscal year, and our 12- 
month quit rate remains 
higher than the national 
average at nearly 40%. We 
continue to offer these 
classes around the county at 
no cost. The classes meet 
weekly for 10 weeks and 
provide free access to both 
the nicotine patch and the 
newly approved drug Chan- 
tix. Financial assistance is 
also available for Zyban. 
Through a_ partnership 
with local law enforcement, 


we continue to conduct 
compliance checks of all 
Garrett County tobacco 


vendors to make sure that 
they-do-not~selt-tobacco-to 
minors. Our compliance 
rate has held steady for the 
last 4 years at 80%. While 
we'd like this to be 100%, 
our rate is generally better 
than the state rate 

The number of local or- 
ganizations that voluntarily 
institute tobacco-free polli- 
cies continues _ to _ climb. 
Since August, two more 
organizations began such 
policies — Southern Garrett 
Rescue Squad and Swanton 
Community Center, bring- 
ing our 4-year total to 12 

The latest survey of 
Garrett County adults indi 
cates that our efforts are not 
in vain. According to the 
2005 Behavioral Risk Fac- 
tor Survey, adult smoking 
rates continue to slowly 
decline and are now at 
18.3% for current smokers 
A comparison with our 
neighbors in West Virginia 
(26.7%) and in western 
Maryland (Garrett, Alle 
gany, and Washington 
counties, 20.7%) demon- 
strates that Garrett County 
is on the right track

Continued from Page A-1 
separating the two facilities 
because euthanasia is very, 
very hard to take for the 
public," Robison said. "That 
is one reason why the public 
doesn't like to go into a shel- 
ter, because euthanasia is so 


more likely to come in and 
spend time and to give their 
hearts to these animals," 
Robison said. 

Commissioner Fred Hol- 
liday pointed out the need 
for a new county animal 
shelter and questioned using 
$.75 million on a separate 
facility when it could help 
fund a new shelter. 

Robison said she under- 
stood his concerns and that 
the group discussed that 
issue. It concluded, how- 
ever, that a separate adop- 
tion center would still be 


beneficial even if one large 
shelter were built five or 
more years from now. A 
new shelter would still have 
the stigma of euthanasia. 

"I don't think the public 
will come in, volunteer, or 
donate," Robison said. "I 
think it's something we 
really need to separate. We 
want the public to come in." 

"Certainly we will pursue 
this again and incorporate it 
into any long-term plans for 
what we hope to be a new 
shelter," said Commissioner 
Ernie Gregg. 

The eight-member New 
Shelter Committee includes 
representatives from three 
local animal welfare groups, 
a veterinarian, and _ the 
county animal shelter man- 
ager.

lhe James Bond mystique first captivated me as a teen- 
ager on a train ride through the Virginia countryside. | 
picked up a magazine that had published a portion of Ian 
Flemings' The Spy Who Loved Me. The story was told 
through the eyes Vivienne Michel, a woman who worked 
at a motel in the Adirondacks for a Mr. Sanguinetti, a 
crime boss who had hatched a plan to burn down his mo- 
tel for the insurance money, and burn Vivienne too. I re 
member clearly the way the character reacted when she 
first met the man she would come to know as James 
Bond 

She was surrounded by Sanguinetti's thugs, and clearly 
afraid for her life when from out of nowhere Bond walks 
through the door of the motel and into her life. She first 
thought he was another one of Sanguinetti's men a 
cold, cruel killer, yet ruggedly handsome, with that shock 
of black hair over the right eye. When he engaged her 
with his smile and protective manner, she knew she had 
an ally. It was later that she began to fall for the man who 
seemed to have the answers and skills to deal with the 
vicious thugs who wanted to kill her and him. Looking 
baeksl realize that Bond came across to.me, a 14-year-old 
Kialone on a train ride in the middle of places I'd never 
seen, as an elemental nature, beautiful and 
deadly 

I point this out because Daniel Craig, the new Bond, 
brings to Casino Royal this same raw force, driven by an 
unstoppable determination, backed by exceptional physi- 
cal attributes, and packed in a perfectly sculpted body, of 
which even Leonardo da Vinci would be proud 

Fleming once described Bond as taciturn, cold, and 
cruel, and Craig embodies these qualities in his portrayal 
of Bond. He comes across as a relentless adversary and, at

moments, a cold, detached assassin, one who dispatches 
his victims with no remorse. "It doesn't bother you; killing 
all these people?" Vesper Lynd asks Bond. "Well I would 
n't be very good at my job if it did," Bond replies. Yet, this 
Bond also shows a human side rarely seen in the other 21

Even the casino showdown be- 
tween Bond and the villain, Le Chiffre (Mads Mikkelsen), 
had me riveted because of their intense psychological 
gamesmanship. Writers Neal Purvis and Robert Wade are 
not new to the Bond movie legacy; they were involved in 
scripting the last two Bond movies, and set up a structure 
that weaves together a series of plots and subplots, all of 
which can be a little hard to follow because of the shad 
wy figures that are pulling strings behind the scenes 

It's all about an international network of terrorists and 
the money that finances them, and Bond's mission is hunt 
them down, root them out, and put a stop to their activi- 
However, the action begins with the back story of 
Bond's first two kills and his rise to OO status. The open- 
ing black-and-white cinematography lends an eerie and 
stark realism to the blunt and violent world of this new 
James Bond. Although these first two events have nothing 
to do with the story per se, they set a tone for the movie. 
This Bond can be messy, cold, and deadly more like 
the Bond in Fleming's books 

After the opening sequences the fun really starts as we 
follow Bond chasing down villains, traipsing across high- 
beam steel girders, and shooting his way out of the back 
streets of Africa, and doing all this while leaving a trail of 
destruction in his wake. We follow him to the Bahamas, 
watch him seduce for information, and stop a terrorist 
from blowing up an airliner, and half an airport to boot 
And all this is in Act I. Bond at the Casino is Act II, and 
here is where I really began to appreciate the depth of the 
acting. So well did Sean Connery define the Bond role, it 
is almost sacrilegious to compare other actors to him 
Craig's performance doesn't diminish what Connery 
brought to the big screen, but it does take Bond in a new 
direction that is truly gritty and realistic. Somewhere 
along the way it became apparent that this Bond doesn't 
always come out on top. The character is built along the 
same lines as Jason Bourne. He's fallible. He's vulnerable 
He loses. He's arrogant and sometimes over-confident. He 
gets poisoned, tortured, and conned.

But he said that the absolute worst day 
of his life was in 1968 when unformed officers arrived at his house to inform him of 
the death of his son.

that will be required to do 
the reporting.” 

Raley said that he esti- 
mates the additional an- 
nual cost to his department 
would be $3,000, an amount 
that would likely cause the 
membership to stop holding 
the weekly bingo. 

“How much of that will 
we get back?” he asked. 
“How will it be allocated to 
the departments and squads? 
The ordinance doesn’t say.” 

He said that the ordi- 
nance, in effect, not only 
taxes volunteer fire depart- 
ments supposedly to benefit 
the departments, but also 
unfairly taxes every other 
organization, which will not 
receive any return benefit. 

Raley said that the or- 
dinance in its present form 
“lacks input of the people 
most affected,” and suggest- 
ed that a gaming commis- 
sion be appointed to make 
recommendations and to 
change the proposal so that 
other organizations can also 
benefit. 

Marvin “Red” Guth- 
rie, commander of Proctor 
Kildow Post 71, American 
Legion, Oakland, said that 
his organization has donat- 
ed tens of thousands of dol- 
lars to the fire department 
and the Southern Garrett 
Rescue Squad over recent 
years. 

“But if you pass this or- 
dinanee, we won't be donat- 


ing any more,” he said. “It's 
as simple as that. With all 
of the fees and taxes we will 
be required to pay, we won't 
be able to afford to make 
donations. We will need 
what's left just to run our 
own organization.” 

Guthrie said that a simi- 
lar ordinance already in 
effect in Allegany County 
has caused most of the Le- 
gion posts there to discon- 
tinue gaming and, likewise, 
discontinue making dona- 
tions. 

“Some of the posts are 
even ready to close because 
they can’t afford to continue 
to cover their own expenses, 
let alone make donations,” 
he said. 

Sandy Brantner, speak- 
ing on behalf ot Oakland 
Elks Lodge #2481, made 
similar points, saying that 
her organization had over 
the past 18 months donated 
a total of over $43,000 to 
youth organizations, fire de- 
partments, the rescue squad, 
Hospice of Garrett County, 
and other groups. 

“If we are now forced to 
pay these fees and taxes, we 
are not going be able to get 
volunteers to come in and 
conduct our fundraisers,” 
she said. 

Patty Battista, speaking 
for the Catholic Daughters 
of America, said that her 
organization had donated 
$17,700 to various non-prof* 


its. 

“We have only 24 mem- 
bers, and this ordinance 
will not only cut into our 
proceeds and make us have 
less to give away, but it will 
all of the paperwork that 
will be ” she said. 
“The $1,000 fee that will be 
charged to the wholesalers 
who sell gaming supplies 
will just be passed along to 
the buyers, again cutting in- 
to our proceeds.” 

Similar points were made 
by many others, including 
Ann Horowitz of the Civic 
Club of Oakland, Robert 
Sweitzer representing the 
Deer Park Sportsman's 
Club, Marilyn Moors of the 
Friendsville Library, Jack 
Turney for both the Ameri- 
can Legion and Hospice, 
Mike Bittinger representing 
both the Garrett County 
Fraternal Order of Police 
and the Oakland Youth 
Football League, Linda Burr 
for Relay for Life, and Rich- 
ard Stevens on behalf of 
the Southern Garrett Band 
Boosters. All were strongly 
opposed to the ordinance. 

“In our case, we are 
already paying Southern 
Rescue nearly $8,000 per 
year in rent since we use 
their facility for our weekly 
bingo,” Stevens said. “This 
ordinance will cost us an 
additional .$5,000.to.$6,000 


per year, a piece of which 
will also go to the squad. 
The wholesalers we deal 
with are going to raise their 
prices, so the end result of. 
this is that we will have. 
significantly less money for 
our kids.” 

Stevens said that the 
SG Band Boosters have an 
annual budget of approxi- 
mately $100,000. 

Even the vast majority of 
the county’s volunteer fire 
departments are opposed 
to the ordinance, as Oak- 
land fire chief John Feather 
spoke representing the Gar- 
rett County Fire and Rescue 
Association. 

“At a meeting just last 
week, 11 of 13 departments 
were represented, and the 
vote was unanimous in op- 
position to this proposal,” 
Feather said. 

Fred Callis, president of 
the Oakland VFD, added 
later that the proposal is “a 
slap in the face to all of the 
organizations that donate 
money to us.” 

The two-hour meeting 
ended at 9 p.m. The crowd 
was assured by Mullich that, 
before the proposal would 
be submitted as legislation, 
there would be at least one 
public hearing held to read- 
dress the ordinance. Mul- 
lich said that the proposal 
was not “set in stone” at 
this.time.

DEAR PAW’S CORNER: 
Although fleas are not as big of an 
issue now that it is cooler, they are 
still a nuisance. I have found a non- 
chemical, nontoxic way to get rid of 
the fleas that plagued my house: a 
light bulb and some adhesive. 

What Tused was a siiall light Bulb 
from a desk lamp. I detached the 
light socket from the lamp base and 
pulled the power cord up through 
the base, screwed the bulb back into 
the socket, and hung the socket and 
bulb underneath a table where my 
cat hung out the most. On the floor 
about 6 inches under the light I 
placed a piece of thin cardboard 
covered with duct tape, sticky side 
up. 

Fleas were drawn to the warm 
light bulb. When they jumped at the 
bulb, they fell and stuck to the duct 
tape, where they died. This really 
worked — when the duct tape 
began to fill with fleas, I simply 
changed the tape. This saved my 
cat’s outdoor privileges, and she is 
very happy about that perk! — A

DEAR PET LOVER: Wow! That is a 
really interesting and unique way to 
deal with a flea problem. 

For readers who want to try this, I 
would caution them about using. this 
method in a hamgeéwith small children. 
The light bulb is also being used in a 
manner that I'm sure is not recom 
mended by the light bulb industry, so 
please take precautions to prevent fire.

Learns Of Fraud, 
Scams, ID Theft 


Business owners were 
alerted to the latest forms of 
fraud by First United Bank 
security officer Barb Sweit- 
zer at a recent meeting of 
the Greater Grantsville Bus- 
iness Association. 

“Right now in our area, 
fraud is at an extreme level,” 
Sweitzer said, adding that 
much of it is related to Inter- 
net use but not limited to it. 

Personal checks, money 
orders, and even the once- 
secure certified bank checks 
have become instruments of 
fraudulent payments, Sweit- 
zer said. “In ‘check wash- 
ing,’ the ‘pay to the order of’ 
line is erased and another 
name added,” she said 

Methods of collecting fi- 
nancial information are rap- 
idly multiplying, she said. 

“’Phishing’ is the term 
used for the scam in which 
an e-mail message requests 
the recipient to update re- 
cords. Sometimes these will 
include a warning that if 
you don’t give the informa- 
tion, your Internet transac- 
tions won't be honored,” 
Sweitzer said 

Sweitzer also explained 
the term “farming” in fraud 
“This refers to the flowing 
in and flowing out of infor-
